The decree of the new Emperor was published on the 24th 
August, and at the same time a curious Imperial manifesto ap- 
peared, announcing the death of the late and succession of the 
present Emperor. It is too long for quotation, but we extract 
a few of the more notable paragraphs, describing the illness and 
character of Hien Fung :— 


« Last summer it chanced that he was affected with a cough and ex- 
pectoration, but under medical treatment he recovered, and after the Im- 

rial tour to Lwan Yang (Je Ho) in the autumn, the person of the 
fated One was as well (as much ‘ot ease) and strong. ax formerly. 
But the continued disorders of the provinces occasioned by the pesti- 
lence of rebellion gave him anxiety by night and by day; and, in the 
spring of this year, a cold he had caught caused his malady to 
break out afresh, while in the sixth moon he was attacked by a dysentery, 
which by degrees to reduced his strength, that in the 16th day of this 
moon he made an effort, ill as he was, to summon before him Tsai Yuen, 
‘Twanhwa, Kingshan, Sushun, Muyin, Kwang Yuen, Tu Han, and Chiau 
‘Yuying, and gave them a special command to write for him a decree in 
the vermilion pencil, constituting us Hivang T'ai Tez‘ (heir apparent) 
With bitt'r ‘tears ‘we received his commands, grieving and anxious 
trembling and awe-struck. We hoped that the person of the Affec- 
tionate One might yet be saved. But after we had in person been 
informed of the will of him that regarded us fondly, his malady 
attacked him with increasing violence. bringing him presently to the last 
extremity, and on the 17th day in the yin watch (8 to5 a.m.) he sped 
upwards upon the dragon to be a guest on high. We tore the earth and 
cried to en, yet reached we not to him with our hand or voice. With 
reverence we call to mind that his late Majesty, during the eleven years 
that he sat upon the throne, with earnest zeal, with painful solicitude (ec 
toiled that}, he rested little amid the more than myriad [affairs that de- 
manded his attention]; that on no day did he fail in showing respect to 
heaven, or in following in practice the example of his ancestors. 
Diligence in his administration of the State, love of his people, were bis 
chief consideration. He remitted taxes, or gave time for their collection. 
He chose men of ability. In everything that concerned the policy of the 
empire or the well-being of the people, the Sacred One was ever un- 
ceasingly forethoughtful. Touching the observances of burial and 
mourning, the last decree of his late Majesty, which we have with reverence 
received, ordains that, as of old prescribed, the mourning shall end in 
twenty-seven days. Qur heart cannot indeed allow that this should be. 
It will be our duty, in devout conformity with the ancient limitation, to 
mourn solemnly for three years, that the sincerity of our babelike affection 
may be, in some degree, satisfied. 

It will be seen that Prince Kung is not a member of 
the new administration. His name only occurs among those 
who are graciously excused prostration on all except occasions 
of high state. The foreign policy of the new Government is 
not yet known, but there are not wanting indications of its 
friendliness to foreign nations. 

‘There can be no question after all that the main barrier to 
trade is the movement of the Taipivgs. No body politic can 
be healthy with such a canker at the heart of it. The China 
Hail states that there are strong grounds for believing that 
foreign neutrality runs the risk of being speedily broken in 
favour of the Imperialists. If this be true, it is the most im- 
portant and serious news which has reached us for many 
months past from the Celestial Empire. We sincerely trust 
that no prospect of contingent advantages, no imaginary insults 
to be avenged, or rights to be maintained, will again involve us 
in a war with China. Neither on political, moral, or commer- 
cial grounds, shall we be justified in fighting either on the 
side of Imperialists or Rebels. 


‘MEN-ISIN,

CHEFOO, 


The following letter, dated 25th September, gives an account 
of the movements of the Rebels in this quarter :— 













“They have taken the cities of Kaichu to the South and the city of 
Laichu to the Westward, these are important places and the key of the 
promontory. Another gang have also come by water to Whang hyen and 
taken that place. At Tung-chow-foo there has been a panic, and many 
people had left the place. 

“ Here all business is put an end to. The trading people have all left, 
and most of the hongs are closed. For Chefoo itself there is no fear, as 
the French have it under their protection, besides which there is nothing to 
getin the way of plunder. The French have landed two hundred men and. 
three guns, and the militia are out all round. So with these and three or 
four men of war in port, we are pretty safe. 

“Tung, the prefect of this place, is applying for a man-of-warto go to 
Whang-hyen to drive what he calls the pirates away; but we all know 
thera are no pirates up here. These are men that have given San-ko lin- 
sin the slip—that worthy has been out-manceuvred. Some mandarin is, 
Thear, at the head of the Rebels at Kai-chu, The whole province is im 
open rebellion.” 








SHANGHAL 

The Chinese tradesmen living on the Yang-king-pang have 
petitioned the Municipal Council to erect defences and main- 
tain a guard round their quarter, as the loose marauders who- 
leave the Rebel ranks are becoming a dangerous nuisance ; the 
expense of such protection, if granted, will be paid gladly by the 
petitioners, 

Mr. Medhurst, H.M.’s Consul, has issued the following noti- 
fication in reference to Mr. Bruce's opinion on the late im- 
positions of the Customs, which, it will be seen, only partially 
touches the grievance, and a full settlement of this question 
must be looked for at the hands of Earl Russell, who has 
been addressed in a memorial which will be found in another 
column

Minister Plenipotentiary, &¢., &c., at Peking, has pronounced 
an 0} mn on the questions ue between the Chinese Superintendent 
of Customs of this port and the undersigned, relative to the indiscrimi- 
nate levy of transit dues on all Chinese produce, whether brought down 
from the interior or purchased at a seaport, and the abolition of exemption 
certificates. 

With respect to the six rules issued by the Custom-house on the 22nd 
July, 1861, H.M.’s Minister declares, 

Ist. That the British merchant has nothing to do with the payment of 
transit dues, unless the goods are carried into the country, or brought 
down from the place of production, under certificate as British property. 
It is optional to the Fritish merchant to take out the cenificate or not as 
he pleases; but if he does not, and he buys or sells at the port of ship- 
ment, he has nothing to do with the payment of any duty, but the one 
specified in the tariff on imports and exports, 

2nd. When Chinese produce is procured at oue port, and carried 
thence to be shipped at another port for the foreign market, such produce 
is only liable to the export duty at the first port of shipment, where all 
duties in the nature of transit duties due by the British merchant ought 
also to be levied. 

H.M.’s Minister thinks the above is the fair construction of the Treaty. 

‘As regards the exaction of transit dues at Shanghai on goods de- 
spatched up or brought down the Yang-tse river, H.M.'s Minister does 
not admit the principle on which it is founded, ax he considers the ar- 
rangement adapted for payment of tariff duties at Shanghai as one emi- 
nently favourable to the Chinese Government ; and the payment of transit 
dues by the foreign merchant is dependent, as has been stated, on his. 
taking out a certificate at the port of shipment, which is in this case either 
Hankow or Kiukiang. 

As to exemption certificates on produce carried coastwise from one- 
Chinese port for consumption in another, H.M.'s Minister is ready to 
agree that tariff-duty be paid at the port of shipment, which shull be 
brought to account for indemnity, and half-duty at the port of discharge, 
which being in the nature of .a transit-duty, shall not be subject to de- 
duetion for indemnity, The rule will apply to cargo of the above 
denomination carried up or down the river Yang-tsze. 

Imports and exports in the coast trade being liable, under the under— 
standing now declared, to pay a half tariff-duty more than imports and 
exports inthe trade between China and Foreign merchants, H.M.’s Minister 
thinks that the Custom-house will be entitled to make such arrangements 
as shall prevent the loss to the revenue that would be occasioned, were 
goods, nominally imported for reshipment outwards, detained and con- 
sumed within the port. 

Pulse and beancaie are declared by H.M.'s Minister to be separately” 
provided for by the Sth Article of the Tariff Rules, 

The Superintendent of Customs has received instructions from Peking 
corresponding to the opinion above detailed; and the undersigned is now 
in consultation with him regarding a few rules which he proposes to issue. 
in pursuance thereat, os alee da repent fo arrangomedts tor: thee refund of 
all duties which have of late been levied in contravention of the principles 
now laid down by H.M.'s Minister, 


A memorial has been presented to the Municipal Council for 
an increase in the police force within the settlement, as the 
native population is said to be disaffected. At the same time, 
the vicinity of the Rebels is said to require preparations for 
defence. It is stated that the Artillery now in Shanghai are 
so located as to be almost useless in case of any sudden attack ; 
that “the building in which they aro housed is unfit for a 
stable, and open to the piercing winds and heavy rains of the 
north-east monsoou,” and that it would cost more to make it 
suitable than to provide suitable quarters in the settlement. 

The North China Herald writes in strong language as to the 
necessity of having a Harbour-Master at Shanghai, and states 
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that the appointment to the office rests with His Excellency 
the Tnoutai, who, in appointing Mr. Lay Inspector-General of 
the Customs, has empowered him under the Treaty, Rule X, 
“of his own choice, and independently of the suggestion or 
nomination of any British authority, to select any British sub- 
ject he may see fit to aid him in the administration of the 
Customs revenue, in the prevention of smuggling, in the defi- 
nition of port boundaries, or in discharging the duties of 
harbour-master.” 

The new Race Course is completed. 

Accounts from the ports on the Yang-tse continue satisfac- 
tory for trading operations, and all the steamers find ready em- 
ployment at 15 to 20 taels per ton. The Rebels are losing ground. 

HONG Kona. 

Mr. Mercer, the Colonial Secretary of Hong Kong, proceeds 
to England by this mail, on leave of absence. 

It is intended to increase the police force, and a proposition 
has been thrown out to send to Madras for an additional num- 
ber. A long report appears in the China Mail from the pen of 
the Rev. I. J. Roberts at Nanking. 

At a meeting of the Victoria Library, it was announced that 
the affairs of the society were in a flourishing condition ; and 
a vote of thanks was passed to Captain Charles Willson for the 
use of his premises at a reduced rental. 

The Civil Service abuses inquiry is at an end. The long 
and intimate connection which Mr, Caldwell had with Machow 
‘Wong has been viewed as affording sufficient grounds for re- 
commending that officer’s dismissal from the public service. 

In auother column will be found the details of a French kid- 
napping expedition, intended for Callao. It is reported that 
the Freuch authorities have sent the captain to France for trial.

‘The evacuation of the"city by the Allied forcss, it is reported! 
would be completed on the 19th Oct., on which day the forma 
resignation of the Allied Commissions into the hands of the 
Chinese would take place. 

An accident resulting in loss of life has taken place Lieut 
and Adjutant Sandwich, of the 3rd Regiment, B.N.L, was riding 
from the heights towards the Commissariat, on duty, when his 
pony shied at a kite and threw him. He fell on his head, pro- 
ducing concussion of the brain, and lingered a few hours, quite 
‘unconscious to the last. Medical assistance was at hand, but 
proved of no avail. Lieutenant Sandwich was Secretary of the 
Committee of the Soldiers’ Institute, and was first and foremost 
in promoting the cause of temperance among the troops. Not 
only did he abstain himself from the use of all intoxicating 
drinks, but he advocated temperance as a public lecturer, when 
not only the natural earnestness of his manner, and the mo- 
desty with which he gave his own opinions, but the evident 
care with which he had studied his subject, procured him always 
an attentive hearing. Not only will his loss be felt deeply by 
his brother officers and the Canton garrison, but bya large circle 
of friends, whom he encouraged in every good work by his con- 
sistent conduct as 8 soldier and a Christian. 

The Friend of China contains some very interesting items 
in connection with the duily occurrences at Canton. We regret 
our space will not permit a larger extract than the following :— 

“The death of the Emperor must cause great distress among the 
barbers, singing girls, and others, who, for one hundred days, are not 
allowed to follow their vocations.

BANGKOK. 

We very gladly avail ourselves of the following which we have 
received from an occasional correspondent, and is under date 
26th Sept. :-— 

The Kral :hom, with hissuite, has returned from Singapore, in his shi; 
the Enemy Chaser, a fine screw steamer. An accident occurred on 
during the passage. From some cause or other, the water was allowed to get 
too low in one of the boilers, and the consequence was the fire burned out 
the bottom of the boiler. The Kralahom, on the arrival of the steamer, 
made a claim of $1,200 against the first and second engineers (Englishmen), 
referring the matter for decision to the English Consul. Accordingly, a 
Court was held composed of the principal English residents, but no evi- 
dence could b brought forward that they bad culpably neylected ther 
duty ; however, it appeared that they could not command sufficient au- 
thority over their Siamese subordinates, who would occasionally fasten 
down the safety valves, shut off the water supply to the boilers against 
orders, in order to drive the ship faster, and meddle otherwise with the 





machinery, against the instructions of the English engineers. The Court

A large fire occurred on the 25th September, at the house of a Chinese 
Mandarin, residing between the houses of Mesars Remi, Schmidt, and Co., 
and the Borneo Company. The building was of brick, and contained 
many valuables, There was no wind at the time or the damage would 
have been much more considerable than it was, for the owner, a very rich 
tan, was building a large schooner in his dock, which is only about fifty 
feet from the house. The heat was so great on the side of the vessel that 
they were obliged to keep throwing water on it to prevent the wood catch- 
ing fire. The house was completely destroyed, nothing but a few brick 
pillars remained standing.

MALACCA STRAITS, 

An interesting account of the departure of Sir James Brooke 
will be found in another column. 

The Singapore Standard of the 28th of September states 
that the paper ceases with that number, and that the Standard 
and Singapore Daily Press will be embodied in a new daily 
paper to be entitled the Singapore Daily Press and Shipping 
Gazette.

CHINA—EXPORTS.

into the interior in the neighbourhood of Shanghai, have combined to give 
a great stimulus to the trade of that port, Considerable supplies arrive 
thither from Hankow, the trade of which place in Tea will doubtless be- 


jent and important. The exports to Great Britain are un- 
precedentedly large, and stand thus:—From Ist July, 94,072,169 Ibs. ; 
same period in 1860, 29,615,284 Ibs. ; in 1859, 22,746,915 Ibs. ; in 1858, 
6,777,545 \bs.; in 1857, 17,845,708 Ibs.; in 1856,22,608,144 lbs. To the 
United States the trade has, of course, been influenced by political events. 
The exports since the Ist of July have been 3,978,703 Ibs. this season, 
against 10,017,025 Ibs. last season, and 10,710,253 lbs. the season before. 

Suancuat—Black: The supplies from Hankow have continued upon 
a fair scale, though latterly they have rather fallen off. Shipments and re- 
sales for the month have taken place to the extent of 30,000 chests congou, 
making a total for the season to date 65,500 chests, against 15,000 chests 
at same period last year. Latterly the bulk of the arrivals have been of 
inferior qualities, “Good and fine are scarce, and fully maintain pre- 
vious rates, but middling and inferior are considerably lower, and, 
from the nature of the advices just to hand per August mail, 
it is likely that rates may still further decline. Fair to good Oopack 
are saleable at 28 to 31 taels; fair are quoted at 23 to 26 taels, The 
stock on the market is estimated at 20,000 chests Oonam and Oopacks, 
mostly inferior, 1,000 chests Hoochow, 1,500 chests old common teas, 
800 chests New, and 200 chests old Flowery Pekoe. Green: Prices are 
extremely high. Supplies to some extent had reached Ningpo. ‘The 
stock for sale upon that market is computed at 25,000 half chests. The 
settlement of a large portion will most probably be advised next mail. A 
little more was doing in the early part of the month, but latterly business 
hasfallen off. Pingsueys are higher, Japan teas lower. The settlements 
of the month are reported at 15,000 half-chests C and 1,500 ditto 
Japan tea, making for the season 42,000 half-chests China and 8,000 ditto 
Japan, against 25,000 half-chests and 5,000 ditto, respectivel 
responding period last season. The stock on the market is 8 
3,000 half-chests Pingsuey, 1,000 ditto Moyune, 2,500 ditto Hoochow, 
and 1,500 ditto Japan. 

Foo-cHow-Foo.—The sales of the month are stated as follows :—

Of Congou, 
the supply this season bas been 375,000 chests, inst 394.000 same 
period last ‘year, and 247,000 the year before. The settlements have 
amounted respectively to 250,000 chests, 292,000, and 182,500; the 
unsold stock on the market being 125,000 chests, against 102,000 in the 
corresponding period last year, and 64,500 the year before. 

Amoy.—Plain Orange Pekoes: This description has again commanded 
but a small share of the attention of buyers, the settlement for the month 
reaching only 1,458 half-chests at 12 to 14 per picul, short for ordinary to 
common quality. Arrivals to date are, market, 9,035; settlements to date 
are, 7,772 half-chests ; stock, 1,463 half-chests; contract, 1,914; total, 
11,149 half-chests, against 14,674 half-chests and 2,536 boxes last season. 
Congou settlements during the past month comprise 2,635 half-chests at 
$11.00 to 16.50 for inferior to clean common cargo, and $18.50 for pre- 
ferable to common cargo quality. ‘rivals to date are, market, 
20,530 ; settlements are 10,294 sent coastwise ; on native account, 1,229; 
stock, 9,017; contract, 1,163. Total, 21,694 half-chests, against 19,652 
halt.chests last season. Oolong and Ankoi: Of the former all grades 
have been taken rather freely during the past month, and settlements amount 
to 19,899 half chests at $17.25 to $19.00 for mixed Ankoiesh to good 
common cargo, and $12 to $24 for fair to good cargo qualities. The busi- 
ness done in Ankois amounts to 1,815 packages at $9 to $14 per picul for 
common to good clean tea, Arrivals to date are market, 69.219 half- 
chests and 340 boxes; settlements, 37,132 half-chests; sent coastwise on 
native account 4,874 half-cheats ; stock, 26,518 half-chests and 340 boxes ;

THE CUSTOM-HOUSE EXACTIONS. 


The following is a copy of the protest addressed by the 
Shanghai Chamber of Coramerce to Earl Russell, Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs :— 


My Lord,—We, the undersigned members of the British Chamber 
Commerce of Shanghai, beg most resectfully to draw your lordship’s 
attention to a matter which gravely affects our commercial interests in 
this country, and in many respects, in our opinion, most seriously trenches 
upon our Treaty rights. 

B® Ic is to the administration of the Imperial Maritime Customs of 
‘Chins, as regards foreign trade, that we allude. Your lordship is aware 
‘that the Maritime Customs at 1 have now for many years been 
directed by foreign inspectors, and within the last eighteen months the 
same system of a foreign inspectorate has been extended to most of the 
Pore opened to foreign trade by the Treaties of Nanking and Tien-tsin, 
‘he very fact of an administration by foreigners has necessarily involved 
8 much greater strictness in matters of detail than peemiled under the 
revious and more lux supervision of the native authorities ; and many 
ilities formerly ited, both as regards the hours and the mode of 
ing business through the office of the Customs, have been with. 
irene ‘These restrictions have at several times caused considerable dis- 
satisfaction amongst the community of this port, and called forth remon- 
strances and applications for improvement from this Chamber of Com- 
merce ; but it has always been acknowledged that if the great argument 
adduced in favour of @ foreign inspectorate could be practically borne 
out—viz., that it insured an equal collection of duties from all concerned, 
and afforded a sure protection to the honest trader against evasions of a 
‘Treaty tariff by unscrupulous competitors, and that if the system were 
equally applied to all the ports of importance open to foreign trade it 
would be usbecoming to oppose such au institution solely on account of 
the additional trouble in the transaction of business, to which, from its 
constitution, it must necessarily give rise. 

In thus premising, we desire to assure your lordship that even on the 

nt occasion our remonstrance is not intended to be directed against 
the system of the Foreign Inspectorate, but against those illegalities which, 
in infringement of our Treaty rights, have lately been attempted by the 
Imperial Maritime Customs, even when enjoying the advantage of foreign 
experience and advice in their administration. 

is Chamber of Commerce has, during the last two years, more than 
once addressed Her Majesty's Minister and Chief Superiniendent of Trade, 
the Hon. F. Bruce, upon the subject of the Customs administration, but 
hhas not been favoured in reply with any exposition of the views of His 
Loria Ged has it, to its regret, been able to observe as the result of 
official, although silent, action, any amelioration in the state of things so 
much complained of. On the contrary, the latest infringements of our 
‘Treaty rights have proved so much more serious than any which have 
preceded them, that it has become incumbent upon us, in our own defence 
and in that of the important interests confided to our care, whilst again 























drawing the attention of Her Majesty's Minister to the facts of which we 
complain, to present them with the utmost respect to your lordship’s 
most serious consideration. 

We take, therefore, the liberty of enclosing to your"lordship a printed 
pamphlet, containing the Minutes of the late Annual General Meeting of © 
this Chamber, of the resolutions passed at that meeting, and of certain 
cases submitted to the Chamber wherein it is affirmed, and justly so in our 
opinion, that the Imperial Customs have exceeded their own rights, and 
infringed upon those of British subjects in three particulars, viz. :— 

First, In exacting duties upon ships’ stores, contrary to Rule 2 attached 
to the tariff of the Treaty of Tien-tsin, and in accompanying such illegal 
collection with the obvious inconsistency complained of by the store- 
keepers of Shanghai (Case No. 5); any levy at all upon auch articles 
placing equally their importers and British shipping which consumes these 
stores, in a worse position than that held under the Treaty of Nanking, 

Secondly. In claiming to collect transit duties upon Chinese produce 
purchased by foreigners within the actual limits of this port—in claimin, 
them upon Chinese produce merely transported from the open port 
Hankow to the open port of Shanghai —and in claiming them upon Bri- ° 
tish goods forwarded from this, their port of importation, to the open port 
of Hankow—such claims being entirely at variance with Article 28 and 

Rule 7 attached to the Treaty of Tien-tsin. 

‘Thirdly. In refusing to continue to grant exemption certificates in the 
case of iinported merchandise, &c., exported to another port, such refusal 
being in direct contravention of Article 45 of the Treaty of Tientsin ; and 
in refusing to continue to grant exemption certificates upon the export of 
merchandise from one Treaty port to another—the latter refusal enforced 
without a moment's notice, being in opposition to long-established custom 
under the Treaty of Nanking, and to the spirit pervading the ‘Ireatv of 
Tientsin, that merchandise shall, except:-in-the.case of becoming subject 
to transit duties, be only once liable for the amounts laid down in the 








‘The first irregularity complained of ‘will depend upon the interpretation 
to be given to the term “ ships’ stores; and we most respectfully submit 
that this, as well as the term “household stores ” immediately preceding it, 
should be read in its widest sense, as is evidently to be deduced from the 
context of Rule 2, and from the practice universally in vogue under the 
‘Treaty of Nanking. 

To the second instance, in which transit duties have been claimed, we 
need but refer to the terms of Article 28 of the Treaty of Tieu-tsin to 
refute the potition lately assumed “by the Imperial Maritime Customs ; 
and it is entirely beyond our.comprebention how that Article, or its ex: 
planatory Rule No. 7, can be read in. any other sense than that transit 
duties become leviable, ia certain cases, upon produce purchased by a 
foreigner inland and conveyed to a pork or upon imports of a foreigner 
conveyed from a port to an inland market, aud that conveyance ftom one 
‘Treaty port to another will not of itself subject either produce or goods 
to such impost. 

There is one point, however, in connection with transit duties which has 
lately been raised, and to which we: beg to draw your lordship’s particular 
attention, It is now asserted by the Ieaperial Maritime ( ustoms, and we 
believe that the opinion is also held by Her Mayesty’s Minister in China, 
that by Rule No. 7, which isto be “equally binding on both countries 
with the Treaty itself,” the payment of transit duties, as now commuted 
for one-half of the tariff duty, is no longer @ matter “at the option of any 
British subject,” as is expressly laid down in Article 28, but that the half 
tariff rate is in all cases to be applied, 

With all due submission, we cannot interpret Article 28 and Rule 7, 
intended for “ the better explanation of that Article,” as correctly bea 
any such interpretation. By the Article it was provided that within « 
certain stated time, the Chinese Authority, appointed to superintend “the 
collection of duties, should declare the amount of duties leviable on pros 
duce between the place of production and the port of shipment, and upon 
imports between the Consular ports and the inland markets, and that s 
notification thereof should be published in English and Chinese for 

general information.” 

After inspection of such notification, it was to be at the option of any 
British subject to pay the duties in accordance with the notification, or to 
commute them by the payment of a single charge, which was to be 
“ calculated as nearly as possible at the rate of two-and-a-half (2\) per 
cent. ad ralorem,” and to be “fixed for each Article at the confereuce ta 
be held at Shanghai for the revision of the Tariff. 

At tHat conference, no doubt in view of the fact that the tariff duties are 
supposed to be established on a basis of five (5) per cent. ad valorem, 
it was determined that instead of declaring a rate for each article half tariff 
duties should constitute the fixed rate for transit duties, and that the 
notification required under Article 28 of the Treaty should be dispensed 
with; but we most respectfully submit to your lordship that Rule No. 7, 
being in explanation of and not over-riding Article 28 of the Treaty of 
Tien-tsin, the option couferred upon a British subject in the body of the 
‘Treaty has not been removed by the Rule; but that it still remains within 
his province to decide whether he will pay on his goods or produce the 
rates levied at the inland native Custom-houses, or avail himself of a com- 
muted charge in the form of the transit duty. 

One practical illustration will, we trust, suffice to show your lordship that 
our view of the question is in accordance, not only with the wording, but 
the evident intention of the Treaty to limit the transit duty to two-and-a- 
half (24) per cent. ad valorem. The native inland duties from the tea 
districts surrounding the important port of Hankow do, in fact, represent 
about two-and-a-half (2h) per cent. of the value of the produce, amount- 
ing, as they do, to five or six mace per picul ; but if the option of select~ 
ing this mode of payment be now denied to a British subject, and one tael, 
two mace five candareens (T.1.2,5) be enforced, in accordance with 
the t claim of the Customs, he not only is inflicted with a payment 
one hundred per cent, heavier then that im on the native dealer who 
is competing with him, but all the benefits of the transit duty clause, 
hitherto regarded as the main advantage obtained by the Treaty of Tien-tsin, 
become neutralised and destroyed. 

In respect of the refusal of the Imperial Maritime Customs to continue to 
grant exemption certificates on Chinese produce, the Customs rely uponthed 
interpretation, that Article 45 applies only to foreign merchandise. We

the Chinese authorities. ‘The fact at the same time brings prominently 
before us tho importance of the Imperial Government in its present state 
of impoverishment and want of power of the duties levied on foreign 
trade and the futility of attempting to impose by way of punishment upon 
the Government of Chiaa any stated indemnity in the way of direct pay- 
ment, if accompanied by the idea that a similar sum will not be extorted 
by indirect means from the foreign trade. It is an undoubted fact that 
the payment of two-fifths of the Imperial Maritime Customs to the French 
and British Governments in part payment of the war indemnities is the 
real cause of all those exactions under which our local trade has lately 
suffered so severely. It may be replied by the Chinese authorities that 
the propriety of imposts is beyond the discussion of any forei 
Powers, being in the form of taxation upon the native trade, and 
real causes may be incapable of direct and tangible proof or exposure at 
our bands: but as their enforcement is unfortunately too well bnown to 
us, their origin is equally clear, and their opposition to the whole spirit, 
If not to the actual letter, of the Treaty of Tien-tsin, is quite incontest- 
able, The practical result is, that the burden of the indemnities falls, 
not, as intended, upon the Chinese Government, but upon the foreign 
trade, and that on the resident merchants in China devolves the heavy 
bulk of these serious impositions. 

We, therefore, most respectfully crave your lordship’s careful consiaera- 
tion of the various contents of this our memorial. fe solicit your active 
intervention to prevent the recurrence of such illegalities as those of 
which the Imperial Maritime Customs have of late been guilty. We de- 
sire to urge upon Her Majesty's Government the high advisability of 
Teconstructing the course of judicial;proceedings in Custom House cases, 
and we earnestly solicit a powerful remonstrance to the Court of Peki 
ga the exceaiveimposs to which foreign trade a now made subject 
the medium of local taxation at the Treaty ports,

FRANCE. 


The reef in the Red Sea, ‘said lately to have been taken in 
by England, has set the French press in an uproar. La Patrie 
asks— 

“ If Europe be nct tiredof England’s continued encroachments, already 
mistress of Aden and Perim, it is not distasteful to England further to for- 
tify herself in the Red Sea, where all the navigation in that sca, at the 
straits of Babel Mandeb, and in the Indian seas, will be placed at the 
mercy of ker guns? We might call to recollection that the points the 
most insignificant in appearance, becomes in the hands of England formi- 
dable fortresses.” 


Tho Débats of the 12th inst. contains, too, a violent article 
with regard to Madagascar avd British preponderance at sca, 
from which we extract the following passage :— 

“ Situated on the eastern flank of Africa, the island of Madagascar occu- 
pies one of the strongest positions in the globe, commanding as it does the 
two great maritime passages between Europe and Asia: to the north the 
straits of Babel Mandeb ; to the south the Cape of Good Hope. To add 
tothe importance of this place, nature has endowed it with many admira- 
ble ports, already disfigured under English names and English maps. 1 
these ports are once opened to the squadrons of a power which already oc- 
cupies Perim, possesses Aden, several points on the African coast, Bom- 
bay, Ceylon, Exleutta, Mauritius, &c., it is all over with our authority, 
and the independence of our little colonies. The entire commerce of the 
Indian Ocean would pass under a single influence. What could be op- 
posed to India and Madagascar in the same hands? Our old establish 
tents in India, our recent establishments in Cochin-China and the Ocean 
wouid be paralysed ; the Suez Canal would only serve the aggrandise- 
ment of one European Marine, and our future steam-boats for the East 
would be stifled in their birth. It is not the colonisation of land, it is the 
liberty of the seas which is lost.” 

In Patrie has the following :—“ We have news from Cochi 
China up to tho 10th of September. At that date the condition 
of our colony of Cochin-China was satisfactory. A slight oppo- 
sition still manifested itself in some parts. The first detachments 
sent out from Franco under the orders of Chef-de-Pattalion of 
the Marine Artillery Sapia had arrived. The new Governor, 
Rear-Admiral Bonard, was shortly expected, and it was then 
supposed he would advance against the capital.” 








HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Amsrerpam, Nov. 22. 

The Ministerial crisis, mentioned in my last, is over for the 
present. Baron yan Zuylen van Nyefelt has been made the 
Scapegoat, and was obliged to resign, the King preferring to 
sacrifice him rather than lose the services of the other Ministers. 
Asa plaister to the wound, the King has, however, conferred 
on him the insignia of Knight-Commander of the Order of the 
Netherlands Lion. It is not yet definitively settled who is to 
be the new Minister for Foreign Affairs, but the Minister for 
the Catholic Religion, Mr. Strens, is provisionally entrusted 
with the portefeuille of tho Foreign Department. The other 
members of the Cabinet, whose resignation I chronicled in my 
last, now remain in office. 

At the Hague great curiosity is felt to know what has be- 
come of the ex-Governor-General of Netherlands India, Mr. 
Pahud. The last heard about his movements was that he 
breakfasted at Alexandria with Mr. Ruyssenaers, the Consul. 
General of the Netherlands in Egypt, and was about to proceed 
to Marseilles. It would make but little difference when an ex- 
Governor-General returned to this country, if it were not a 
question intimately connected with the national finances, and 
‘as euch, brought home to every man’s door, for it appears that 
in addition to the handsome salary he receives when in office 
(412,000 per annum during his period of five years’ service 
in the appointment), they enjoy a so-called “ non-activity 
salary,” at the rate of 100,000 florins per annum from the day 
they lay down their functions, till their arrival in Holland. 
Therefore the longer they stay away, the greater the sum they 
are entitled to draw for travelling expenses. When Mr. Duy- 
maer van Twist gave up the office of Governor-General, he was 
understood to have defrayed his expenses of returning home 
out of his own pocket, whilst his predecessor, Mr. Rochussen, 
on the other hand, remained for six months in the colony after 
he had ceased to be Governor-General, and then made a long 
journey through British India, claiming on his return the sum 
of 100,000 florins, which was paid him !by Mr. Pahud, then 
the Colonial Minister, out of the Colonial funds, 

Last year people saw with astonishment in the list of pen- 
sions those granted to Mr. P, Myer and Mr, G. L. Baud, both

formerly officers of the East India Civil Service and ex- 
Ministers for the Colonies, for services they might have per- 
formed, but did not. These unjustifiable pensions were granted 
under the sanction and authority of Mr. Rochussen, who was 
then at the head of the Colonial Department. It is therefore 
to be hoped that some independent member of the Second 
Chamber will ask for an official explanation. 

The Board of Trade of the important manufacturing district 
of Twente has sent in a petition to the Colonial Minister, show= 
ing the disadvantages attending a sudden reduction of the 
duties on the imports and exports of Netherlands India as 
affecting largely their interests. 

It is stated on good authority, that the Government intend 
no longer to advertise for tenders in this country, for the 
supply of uniforms and other requirements of the anny in 
Netherlands India, intending in future to make their purchases 
on the spot when needed. 

Despatches have been received at the Naval Department 
announcing the safo arrival at Santa Cruz, Teneriffe, on the 
25th of October, of the war-steamer Sindoro, Lieutenant of the 
First Class J. M. de Jongh. She was to proceed on her voyage 
to the East India station on the 30th of the same month, All 
well on board. 

Tho King has been pleased to amend the Royal Decree of 
the 31st of December, 1860 (No. 15), which fixed the number 
of the contingent of fresh troops to be sent out to Netherlands 
India in the course of this year, at 1,500 men, by increasing 
the number to 1,900, As the number hitherto embarked in 
this country amounts to 1,495, preparations are making for 
sending out about 400 more. 

Rittmeister Baron Snouckaert van Schaumburg, of the Staff, 
one of the King’s aides de-camp, who accompanied His Majesty 
on his late visit to Compidgae, has been decorated by the Em- 
peror of the French with the Cross of Officer of the Imperial 
Order of the Legion of Honour. 

Somewhere about the year 1825 two young German noble- 
men, the sons of the late Prussian Captain von Beulwitz, left 
their native country, and entered ‘the military service in Ne- 
therlands India, Nothing having since becn heard of them, 
they aro now officially invited by the authorities of Hof, in 
Bavaria, to appear before them, or communicate by letter, on 
or before the 30th of August, 1862, or else they will be con- 
sidered dead in the eye of the law, and their inheritance go to 
the next of kin. Their names are Ludwig Ernst Ferdimand 
von Beulwitz, formerly captain in the Prussian army, and 
Adolph Friederich Alexander von Beulwitz, formerly licute- 
nant in the Bavarian service. Perhaps this notice may attract 
their attention, or that of some one acquainted with them. 

It is by no means an unusual thing in all the Contincutal 
armies to see non-commissioned officers, aud occasionally even 
privates, decorated with orders of knighthood, as a reward for 
extraordinary services in times of danger, and personal courage 
displayed in the field of battle. This custom is also observed 
in the Dutch army, and I have more than once had to chro- 
nicle in your columns such rewards for meritorious conduct. I 
have to-day to report a similar case, the King having decorated 
Sergeant E.H. -Schanfelder, of the East India Sappers, with 
the insignia of the Fourth Class of the Military Order of 
Willem, in recognition of the bravery he displayed in the ex- 
pedition to the South and East District of Borneo, and the 
landing in the river Kapoeas on the 28th of April, 1860; 
and the same honourable distinction has been conferred of P. 
F. 0. dela Raparlier, corporal in the East India Army, for his 
gallant conduct in the expedition to the coast of Cereao, from 
September to December, 1860. 

The City of Amsterdam now contains 269,523 inhabitants. 
Tho Corporation have just published the budget for 1862 of 
the local receipts and expenditure, each of these items amount- 
ing to 4,343,928f. 50 cents. The municipality of Rotterdam 
have also published theirs for the same period, amounting to 
1,763,6508. 

A pamphlet has just appeared here under the title of “ Must 
the Dutch Commerce, Navigation, Ship-building, Industry, and 
our Commission Houses in Netherlands India be totally ruined ?

H.N.M. steam corvette Djambi, Lieutenant Jansen, acting 
commander, now stationed at Curacao, has been suddenly or- 
dered to take in immediately the needful supplies of provi- 
sions, stores, and water, and proceed direct to Batavia without 
loss of time. It is stated here in naval circles that she is to 
take part in the new expedition to Borneo. 

PS.—By a letter just received from the Hagne, I learn that 
the ex-Governor-General Pahud has safely returned to the 
capital, and is to have an audience of the King to-morrow.

HAMBURG, 
(FROM AN OCCASIONAL CORRESPONDENT.) Nov. 20 | 

Last week a large party, comprising many of our principal 
notabilities, foreign ambassadors, officers, and ladies, were assem~ 
bled at the ship-building and steam-machinery works of Messrs. 
Godeffroy and Son, at the Reiherstieg, on the banks of the Elbe, 
opposite this city, to wituess the launch of a splendid vessel, 
built at that establishment for the Russian Government, and 
intended to be used asa transport for the conveyance of telegraph 
wire and other stores to the Amoor. The launch was effected 
with the greatest possible precision, leaving nothing to 
be desired. The vessel was christened the Ciljack, end 
presents a very handsome appearance, her dimensions 
being 145 feet in length, 33 feet in breadth, and 19 
feet in depth below the orlop deck. She is sheathed with yellow 
metal, and will be barque-rigged, After the launch she was 
in due formality given up to the Russian Ambassador to the 
Hanse Towns, Councillor of State, Baron von Koudriaffsky, who 
represented his Sovereign on the occasion, and had received the 
needful instructions to be present at the launch. He then 
transferred the command of the vessel to Capt. Inquist, of the 
Russian Navy, who lately arrived here in a ship of war from 
Cronstadt for that purpose, together with a full complement of 
officers and seamen to navigate the vessel to her ultimate desti- 
nation. Capt. Inquist is displaying great energy in rigging the 
Giljack in order to proceed to sea before the navigation is in- 
terrupted by the frost, which sometimes commences in Decem- 
ber, As part of her cargo the vessel will take in an iron 
schooner, fitted with a lifting screw and engines of 60-horse 
power, constructed at the same establishment for the Imperial 
navy, for employment on the Amoor ; two iron-screw steamers 
of smaller dimensions to be used as tugs on the Amoor ; and, 
further, four iron steamers for the telegraph service, one hav= 
ing 35-horse power, and the other three 15-horse power each, 
none of them drawing more thaa twelve inches of water. All 
these are ready for shipment, being a full month in advance of 
the time stipulated in the contract for their completion. This 
is also the case with the Giljack, and reflects great credit on 
the diligence and punctuality of the manager of the establish- 
ment. After the launch the company sat down to a collation, 
provided by the proprietors, at which Mr. Senator Godeffroy 
presided, and proposed asa toast the health and prosperity of the 
Emperor Alexander IL, of Russia, which was duly responded to 
by his diplomatic representative, and the military band of the 
Hanseatic Brigade played the Russian Hymn, whilst a lively 
conversation was being carried on by the assembled guesta, in 
German, Russian, Polish, Swedish, English, French, and Duteh. 

It may be well to take this opportunity to caution merchants 
in the Far East against churtering vessels under the Oldenburg 
Slag for shipments of goods to this port, as they are still sub- 
“ject to the payment of the Stade Dues, which have now been 
abolished for several months for the flags of those nations 
whose Governments signed the treaty with Hanover, which in- 
cludes all maritime States, with the single exceptiov of Olden~ 
burg, whose Graud-Duke, strange to say, though so nearly allied 
to the Guelphs (the Queen of Hanover and the Grand-Duchess: 
of Oldenburg being sisters), has hitherto consistently refused to 
enter into any negotiations for the abolition of the Stade Dues, 
probably considering the quota fixed for him out of proportion. 





But be that as it may, he is rendering his shipowner subjects 
but a poor service by his obstinacy, for it naturally places them, 
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at a great disadvantage as compared with the flags of other 
nations, and merchants will therefore do well in chartering 
Oldenburg vessols for this port either to stipulate for a lower 
freight thau that for any other flag, or else to insert a clause 
in the charter-party, making it binding on the vessel to pay 
the Stade Dues on the cargo shipped, to compensate for the 
disadvantage.

(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


Sin,—It is a common saying that men who make money easily lore it 
as fast; and though | should be sorry to think that this is the case with most 
of my countrymen in China. yet I have myself seen many instances in that 
country in which their generosity has been egregiously imposed upon. 
now at this time one charlatan who is trying to live at their expense, and 
whose true character, although known to many, has never been publicly 
‘exposed. In truth, we foreigners in China are too busy for several hours 
‘in the day, and a great deal too hot and tired during the remainder, to in- 
vestigate the dirty tricks of pretender. However, faving myself returned 
from the Far East, I am anxious to do my friends at Macao some service, 
by drawing their attention to the sayings and doings of an individual who 
is living there under false pretences, and trading on their kind-heanedness. 
This man has found it convenient, I believe more than once. to change his 
mame, but he is now assuming that of “ Count Scala.” Here, then is my 
firet charge against him. He asserts that he is a French nobleman, and a 
first cousin to the Marquis de Larochejacquelin, and married the Princess 
of Salm, with whom he received a dot of 1,400,000 francs. Now, sir, from 
inquiries made in Paris and in London, I am prepared to state that 
both the claim of kindred and the statement of his marriage are utterly false, 
and that Count Scala’s name is not to be found among that of the French 
nobi The man with a false title is generally false throughout; and so 
it isin this instance. “ Count Scala” asserts that he has held high official 
appointments under the Emperor —that, in consequence, he is well 
known to all the leading men in France—that he left Paris in conse- 
quence of a misunderstanding between Louis Napoleon and himself 
—that he has travelled in Egypt and Abyssinia, the entire length 
and breadth of the American Continent, and made the grand overland 
journey from the river Amoor (where he once had a s-ttlement of his 
own) to Moscow and St. Petersharg, and written several standard 
works in the French language—that he has an ancient family chateau 
at Grenoble—that he was once the principal editor of the Moni- 
teur, held the Political Portfolio for two year, and became the chief 
director of the ‘Telegraphic department. These and many more state- 
ments, all alike capable, if correct, of being easily substantiated, but which 
are all equally false, have been made by this man, whose object in visitin; 
China, according to his own account, was to act as an agent uf the “ Credit 
Mobilice” of Paris - but according to better authority than his own, has 
been to escape from justice in his own country, and to lead an idle and 
dissipated life by palming upon the credulity of merchants in Macao. 
forgot to mention, by the way, that this “ Count is a bit of a philo- 
sopher, and that he sometimes visits the Chinese gambling house, simply, 
as he states, to study the Philosophy ot chances, on which subject he is 
—or, rather, says he is writing a discertation. He also asserts that he is 
a.celebrated chemist, and has discovered the art of preparing opium by 
chemical process, equal in every respect to Patna opium, and that 
he is now in negotiation with the Bengal Government to sell the secret 
for alarge sum of money. In all communities such a man as I have 
described Scala to be would be voted a pest, but in a small commu- 
nity his presence is still more annoying; and 1 am anxious through 

your columns to warn my countrymen and others in the East against 
having any transactions with this impostor. ‘ Who steals my purse, 
steals trash,” says Jago; but Scala tries also to filch the good name from 
any man to whom he is inimical. In turns he has abused and criticised 
the French Minister M. Bourboullon, his lady, and every member of the 
Legation, and has also grossly libelled the Governor of Macao, and other 
officials, merely because they shunned him as a mauvais sujet. He does 
not hes'tate to abuse private persons in the newspapers by inuendoes so 
transparent that they are at once understood in Macao and Hoag. Kong ; 
and it is the opinion of those who have most narrowly watcied him that 
he is playing a deep game, which will ruin many, if they do not receive 
timely warning, Those from whom he bas borrowed money, or received 
any ‘other favours, are scarcely likely to be again deluded; but the 
s Tount" will, if let alone, always find fresh material to work upon : and 
it is precisely because such a man ought not to be let alone that I ask 




















for the insertion of this lettcr. If substantially incorrect on any one 
point, let the “ Count,” ifhe will, vindicate his character by stating plainly 
the names and addresses of his friends and quondam colleagues in office, 
his ac’ ual place of residence when in Paris, the titles and publishers of his 
standard works, and last, though not least, the names of the despoiled 
jewellers in the Palais Royale whom he favoured with his commands, 
and who I have no doubt will be glad to know the whereabouts of their 
late patron Marion Louis Honoré Frangois Hippolitto Antoine, Prince 
Salm, alias Marquis of Negropont, alias Count Scala.—I am, sir, your 
obedient servant, Macao.

SUBURBS OF LONDON. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


Stm,—Frequent inquiries are made by India, China, and Australian 
friends as to the suitableness of suburban localities for permanent or tem- 
porary residence; thinking I might afford information likely to be of 
Value to visitors from the Far East, 1 offer the same through your journal. 

English people, long resident abroad, unquestionably have peculiarities 
which distinguish the Anglo-Indian, Chinese, or Australian from the “old 
folks at home,” and each are distinct in style. Many feel disappointed 
wi h the change on returning to the country of their birth—ladies ia par- 
ticular—but, after a few months, what they were accustomed to in youth 
gradually comes back, and a good round of beef and plum pudding is 
considered better than mulligatawny soup or highly-spiced dishes of curry 
—the latter can be imitated here equal to the best abroad, but the roast 
beef and plum pudding of old England is not to be excelled, 

‘The principal West-end suburbs sought by Easterns are Kensington, 
Bayswater, and St. John’s-wood. The first is the locality of the Great 
Exhibition of 1862, and mansions are building fast in this fashionable 
neighbourhood; rents, of course, in proportion to the altitude—six or 
even stories the averaye. 

Bayswater, called “Asia Minor,” has long been sought by Indians, 
and “is a short drive from that resort of fashion,  Regent-street. 
Houses in this locality are decidedly improved in style of architec- 
ture, but the “rage” appears to be to build lofty edifices, and 
in squares, intersecting the gardens with a couple of rows of houses— 
rents £120 to £600 per annum. Now, lastly, St. John’s-wood is, in my 
opinion (and I say it conscientiously from experience), the most pleasant 
neighbourhood at the West-end of London. My friends, accustomed as 
they are to large bungalows, surrounded by gardens, will meet in this 
suburb with something to remind them of the East. As a locality, it 
is a garden. Houses are mostly built detached, or semi-detached, in- 
closed in their own grounds. ‘The enervated lady, or her ayah, need 
not fear mouuting several stories to retire. Seldom have the houses more 
than two stories. In fact, I call the class of buildings chiefly pretty 
English bungalows. 

Kensington lies low, being on the banks of the Thames. In November 
and during the winter months, should a fog be desired, it can be ob- 
tained there to the “heart's content.” The locality is $.W.; and the 
cold north or eastern wind blows the smoke and fog in that direction. 
It is supposed also that this suburb is warmer than the others, but the idea 
is a false one. I have tested the fact for several years, and been nearly 
choked by the fog into the bargain. Bayswater is higher considerably, 
and to the north of Kensington, but the neighbourhood is not rural. 

St. John’s-wood is elevated about two hundred feet above the Thames, 
but so gradual is the ascent from the City that this will scarcely be 
believed. It is sheltered from the north-east winds by the Hampstead 
hills; and the scenery sround is charming. During foggy weather in 
London. Kensington, or Bayswater, the sun shines bright and unclouded 
here. I have no hesitation in stating from experience that St. John’s 
| wood isas healthy a suburb as any around London. Contiguous to the 

“ Westend,” a drive of a quarter of an hour takes you to the clubs, 
theatres, or that fashionable resort of promensdery Regent-street. Omni- 
' buses and cabs are well appointed. The neighbourhood abounds in schools 
{ for young ladies ; and the healthy rosy looks of the young lassies taking 
i their morning walks testifies to the salubrity of the place, 

To conclude, the City merchants are numerous residents ; and within 
the last two years | recognise many old Australi and friends from 
China and India, who are quite satistied that I am right in my choice of 
residence, Tam confirmed in my opinion by one of the most eminent 
scientific physicians of London; and I must say that I have had to treat. 
that most serious of Indian diseases, chronic dysentery, especially in 
females, in other parts of England, and have found that some who, at my 
request, residad at St. John’s-wood, recovered perfectly. —I am, sir, yours

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Cutxese Persecutions iv New Sourn Wates.—A Bill for the 
better regulations of gold fields has afforded an opportunity for discussing, 
to a certain extent, the great “ Chinese question.” An amendment, whi 
had for its object the entire exclusion of Chinese from the gold fields, was 
rejected by the large majority of twenty-two to ten. 1: was next sought 
to make the power of restricting aliens to particular localities applicable to 
the Chinese alone, but by the casting vote of the chairman of committees 
the existence of this power as to all aliens was retained. The miner's fee 
was reduced from £1 to 10s. per annum. While the assembly has thus 
been dealing more rationally than might, all circumstances considered, have. 
been expected with “the Chinese question,” many anti-Chinese meetings 
have been held outside, and many petitions for the exclusion of this race 
have been laid before Parliament. On the other hand, there have been 
several petitions for redress from such of them as have been plundered and 
maltreated during the late riow at Burrangong.

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THE BRITISH EMBASSY AT PEXING. 

Wuev the right of a resident British Minister at Peking was 
established or wrested from the Chinese after a very serious 
loss of blood and treasure—for our readers must remember 
that the misfortunes to our fleet at Taku arose on this 
account—we certainly expected to meet with our reward in 
the speedy removal of any injustice attempted on onr 
trade. We regret that such hopes have been doomed to 
disappointment, aud that on the first emergency our merchants 
are driven back to the old resource of submitting their griev- 
ances to the Home Government. In fact, so useless do they 
consider a Minister at Peking, that at a public meeting lately 
held in Hong Kong, it was stated that, for all the pur- 
poses of giving redress to British subjects, Mr. Bruce, our 
present Ambassador at Peking, might as well he at Kams- 
chatka. We ventured two years since to predict that such 
would be the case, and that the introduction of Ministers at 
Peking would be productive ouly of jealousies between Euro- 
pean Ministers, as already abundantly proved in Turkey and 
Persia. A copy of the memorial to Ear] Russet will be found 

~ in another column. 

Judging from the very unsatisfactory accounts received from 
Peking as to the actions of our Minister, and his inability to 
produce any good work by virtue of his contiguity to the Im- 
perial Court, and also of the state of terror in which he daily 
lives, we are not surprised to hear that Mr. Bruce has requested 
that he may be relieved. The fact of Mr. Bruce being induced 
to forego ‘the right of British subjects entering Peking pretty 
clearly shows how far he is compelled to study his personal 
safety, and how he is preventcd from enforcing the faithiul dis- 
charge of other Articles in the Treaty. The present mail brings 
intelligence of the retirement of our troops from Ticn-tsin, and 
‘we shall not be surprised to hear before long of the retiremcnt of 
our Embassy to Tien-tsin, where it can be protected by our 
men of war, combined with the small garrison which has been 
stationed there. 

In our last number we recorded several infractions of the 
Treaty on the part of the Chinese Custom-house authorities, and 
that a petition was about to be forwarded to the Home Govern- 
ment to procure the redress of these grievances, evidently show- 
ing that the sufferers did not deem it of any service to forward 
their remonstrance direct to Mr. Bruce. While noticing these 
Cases we omitted to point out that the Chinese had also put 
an outrageous construction on the 28th Article of the 
Treaty of Tien-tsin. By this Article the British merchant is 
entitled a¢ his option to pay an ad valorem duty of 24 per 
Cent., in commutation of the inland transit duties, Will it 
be believed that the Chinese have twisted this clause so as to 
inflict even a greater injustice than on Article 46, and insist 
that the 24 per cent. is leviable on the foreign trade, irrespec- 
tive’ of any inland imports, The result of this is, that 





goods, whether itnports or exports, which formerly paid a duty 
of 5 per cent., are now taxed with 74 per cent, and by way of 
consolation, it is stated, that only the 5 per cent. goes to the 
Imperial revenue, while the 24 is appropriated by the local 
authorities. The working of the 45th Article, according to the 
Chinese version, will have the effect of stopping the coasting 
trade, carried on in foreign bottoms, and our ship-owners at 
home are therefore intercsted in the question as well as the 
merchants, and should bestir themselves in the matter. With 
such interpretations we should certainly have been better off 
with the old Treaty and a Plenipotentiary stationed at Shanghai, 
where he could watch the operations of the Chinese Customs, and 
procure from the authorities at Peking a proper settlement on. 
his periodical visit to that city, which we have before advoe 
cated as more advantageous than a permanent residence. AS 
it is, our Mivister in China fecls that he is practically helpless 
when difficulties arise, aud he is powerless while paralysed 
by his isolated position among a treacherous people, who hold 
human life in common with all Asiatics, at so little value. 





THE PROSPECTS OF PEGU. 

We have before us the annual report on the proyince of 
Pegu for the official year ending 30th April, 1861. Blue-books, 
whether published at home or abroad, cannot boast of much that 
is generally attractive. We bear with them because we find ” 
them helpful ; we tolerate their dignified prosiness because we 
are certain to gain from it suggestions and useful data. In spite 
of Cansine's assertion that nothing is more fallacious than 
facts except figures, wo must own to a large, and perhaps 
credulous amount of belief, both in the one and the other. 
Now, in the report before us we have a goodly number of 
figures and facts, and accepting them, which wo are bound to 
do, as faithful testimonies to the condition of Pegu, we shall 
be enabled to glean from them some serviceablo information. 
England is now in the eighth year of her rule over Pogu, and 
even a hasty glance at the contents of the report will show 
that our Government has instituted a widely-extended system 
of official organisation. What with courts of justice, criminal 
and civil, a well disciplined police force, a dockyard and flotilla, 
military positions at Rangoon, Thayetmyo, and Toungoo, grantat 
for education, topographical surveys and agricultural experi- 
ments, it is evident that British energy, and perhaps, too, 
British red-tapcism are at work in the province: It concerns 
us greatly to know the success or non-success of our experiment 
in governing Fegu, because it is across the eastern portion of 
the country that we must eventually open a road to all Western 
China.- Let us see, then, what obstacles stand in our way, and 
what facilities are offered to us from the present state of the 
province. + 

The population of Pegu for the past year was 1,041,340, 
showing a considerable increase over the returns for 1859. 
Among the races, however, we observe a diminution in the 
number of Chinese, a fact which is to be regretted, and which 
demands explanation. There are scarcely more than 300,000 
men in the country—a number utterly inadequate for develop- 
ing its resources. In Pegu the patient industry and energy of 
the Chinaman would be of real service, especially as the Indian 
appears averse to settling there. However, during the last. 
year an immigration from the Burman territory has taken 
place, and this circumstance may in one respect be regarded as 
favourable, since it proves that no invincible dislike to British 
rule is entertained by the Burmans. But, on the other hand, 
by receiving these people, or rather welcoming them, for to each. 
a share of territory is allotted, we run the risk of another rup- 
ture with the King of Burman, with whom it is on every ac- 
count desirable to keep on friendly terms, With a sufficient 
supply of labour, the resources of Pegu may be developed a 
thousandfold, Rice is the staple food of the country, and in 
the year ending April 30, 1861, beyond the supply requisite 
for home consumption, about 110,000 tons were exported from 
the province. The cotton crop has not hitherto been of much 
value, but experiments are now being made with foreign varie- 
ties of seed, which promise to be successful. From the teak 
forests, although at present the expenditure exceeds the re~ 
venue, there appears every prospect ultimately of a profitable 
return, These forests contain, it is said, # million anda half 
of trees of the first class, and already this invaluable wood ig 
being largely employed in our British dockyards. A large sheep— 
breeding establishment at Thayetmyo has entirely failed; so 
also has the attempt to introduce foreign tobacco—and “ the 
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only agricultural product which the Burmese peasants have 
accepted as a welcome improvement on their own stock is a 
variety of paddy from the Island of Belooguen.” Thus we 
see that, although the soil and climate of Pegu are adapted for 
almost all tropical products, the agricultural resources of the 
province remain yet to be developed. 

There is also ample room for improvement in other depart- 
ments. We have alluded to the want of population as the main 
difficulty with which Government has to contend in Pegu. 
But the course adopted by the Government scems exactly aud 
admirably adapted to keep down the increase. Mauravs him- 
self could not have devised a remedy more effectual. Taxes are 
necessary evils, and in England we endure them with philoso- 
phic equanimity, grumbling a little, indeed, at the iniquitous 
and inquisitorial nature of the income-tax, but paying it with a 
good grace notwithstanding. But then in England our finances 
are elastic cnough to allow of a certain pressure, just as a burly 
brewer in a crowd can endure a considerable amount of squeez- 
ing. Tho inhabitants of Pegu are not so happily situated. Yet 
the demand made upon them is enormous, From a total popu- 
lation of 1,041,340, Government received during the last year 
5,152,035 rupees, while in the same year the local taxation, not 
included in the imperial revenue, ataounted to 209,194 rupees. 
Capitation-tax, income-tax, tax upon salt, inland and marine 
customs, port dues, and land-tax, figure conspicuously among 
the items of revenue. This last-mentioned tax amounis, we 
believe, to about a tenth of the real produce of the crop, for it 
is in reality on the crop and not on tie rent that this impost 
is levied. This in itsclf is a weighty burden, but when we 
look also at the other taxes, we are forced to believe that 
though it is safe to live under British rule in Pegu, it is at the 
same time excecdingly unpleasant. 


THE “ COUNT” AT MACAO. 

We call the attention of our readers to a letter which will 
be found in another portion of the paper, relative to a pseudo- 
count, who is endeavouring to live by imposing on the generosity 
and good nature of merchants in Macao. The statements 

“ made in our correspondent’s letter can, we have no doubt, be 
fully substantiated, as other circumstances similar in character 
have como to our knowledge relative to this impostor. When 
at Singapore, some time since, he figured under the name of 
“Mr. Sau,” after which he removed to Batavia, taking, in the 
first place, the title of the “ Marquis of Necrorowr,” but, almost 
immediately after his arrival, that of “Count Scata.” The 
French Consul, however, informed the Dutch authorities 
that uo such person was known in France, and ere long the 
Count,” finding that ho was not properly appreciated in Ba- 
tavia, bent his way to Macao, where he has been living, we be- 
lieve, about three years. How he has subsisted during that 
period those can best tell who are living at that port. Certain 
it is that many Europeans residing there have found that the ac- 
quaintance of this Frenchman has involved a pecuniary disburse- 
ment. Tho Vicar of Wakcfield, if any of his poor relatives ap- 
peared too unfortunate and too willing to feed upon his bounty, 
was wont, he tells us, to lend them an old coat, or a lame horse, 
which they invariably forgot to retury. Thus, ata small ex- 
pense, he escape a great annoyance, We leave the suggestion 
with our readers in Macao, who may possibly deem it prudent 
to adopt a similar expedient. At any rate, in one mode or 
another, it will be necessary to ostracise “ Count Scaza.” 


|THE TAX UPON OPIUM. 


At Bombay the opium merchants have presented a petition 
to Sir George Clerk, affirming that “in consequence of the great 
fall in the price of opium in tne China market, that drug will 
not bear so heavy a pass fee as rupees 600 per chest, much 
less the sum of rupees 700, to which it is to be increased from 
and after the Ist October, according to the Government notifi- 
cation, dated the 2nd April, 1861.” They state that the pre- 
sent price in China is less than the actual cost, charges of con- 
veyance, and pass fee, and add, that if the fee is increased the 
opium trade of India will be ruined, as the Chinese will con- 
sume in preference the home-produced drug. On the subject 
of this memorial, the Times of India (Oct. 21), has a well- 
digested article, from which we extract the following :— 


“ It is vain for our opium merchants to protest against the increase of 
the Excise upon the Malwa drug, unless they are prepared to show that a 
Jower rate of duty would yield a larger revenue, The vague statements 








—= 
of the memorials periodically presented by these gentlemen are worth no- 
thing, while the revenue continues to rise as steadily as the Excise. To 
tax the drug up to the highest productive limit is the duty of Govem- 
ment; and it will be time enough to listen to remonstrance when the 
revenue returns show that that limit has been passed. Were the dru; 
consumed in India instead of being exported to China, we should sti 
have to be guided by the same principle. For as all duties are prohibitory 
in their tendency, it is the duty of the State to tax up to the highest pro- 
ductive limit such commodities as the people can best do without. Society 
is not entitled to prohibit either the growth, manufacture, or use of the 
drug; but as the pubiic liabilities must be met in some way, and 
as it is wiser to prohibit the consumption of opium than of sugar, tea, or 
any other commodity, we are clearly entitled to raise the highest revenue 
we can from the former; and no memorial can be listened to that raises 
any other issue than the effect of the duty upon the revenue. The short 
reply, therefore, of the Government to the new memorial that has been 
subscribed, is to refer the gentlemen who have presented it to the revenue 
returns of the last few years, which will be found to have risen as steadily 
as the Excise. If it di not pay to send opium to China at the prices 
the drug realises at the Calcutta sales, the auctions would cease to command 
the prices they do. The astonishing increase in the production of Malwa 
opium shows plainly how protitable the cultivation and manutacture of the 
drug are on thisside of India. In other words, the increase of the produc- 
tion shows the Excise, so far from exhausting the profits of the producer, 
leaves a margin that is stimulating his exertion to the utmost, ‘That this 
is the fact the records of the last few years show plainly :—

It is clear from these statistics that the cultivation of the poppy is being 
largely extended in Malwa, under the influence of the prices ruling at the 
Calcutta sales which regulate those of this market. 


THE COOLIE TRADE. 


This odious traffic to Peru, had, we hoped, been fairly cried 
down by the voice of public opinion, and we regret to record 
the following account which is taken from the Hong Kong 
Daily Press :— 


“The French ship Ville d Agen put into this port a few days ago leaky 
under the following peculiar circumstances. i 

“The vessel. was chartere! to take coolies to Peru. The captain 
thought that his engagement ran to the effect that he was to load at 
Macao, but it turned out that the chartercrs had the option of sending 
him to a port on the West Coast of China. He accordingly went as 
directed to a place called Kin-chow-wong, which is situated about half 
way to Hainan, and just behind the island of Now-chow. It is not 
marked on any chart, and is formed by one of those indentations of the 
land for which the neighbouring coast is so famous. It stands in a large 
splendid bay, the mouth of which however is shallow. Here it appears 
that for somo time past the Macao barracoon and lorcha people have 
been pursuing their unholy traffic. ‘Three lorchas had been sent before- 
hand to obtain victims for the Ville d'Agen, but owing to it being harvest 
time their success had not been very great. Besides which there seemed 
to be a paucity of funds at the disposal of the charterers, who however 
must be people of immense influence as the ship hada Consul especially 
appointed for her, to seal the contracts, &c. 

«The coolie people have been in the habit of resorting to this place foF 
victims for some time, but only one ship, the Pomone, has ever been des- 
patched thence prior to the Ville d'Agen. Coolies to the number of 
twelve thousand have in all been shipped thence during the past pear ot 
two by the dealers. The patience of both the people and the autho! 
wrould appear at last to have become exhausted, for these three lorchas 
sent to supply the Ville d’Agen soon fell into grief. The crew of one of 
them being on shore catching coulies, tbe people rose and seized several 
of their number. The lorcha people, ia retaliation, seized forty-five villa~ 

ers and confined them in the hold. The tocsin was sounded, and the 
Bereha containing the prisoners was menaced. She slipped her cable and 
proceeded towards the Ville d'Agen. On the way the imprisoned villagers 
Tose but were subdued with much bloodsted. Being secured below they 
scuttled the lorcha, which sunk to her decks, and all were lost to a man— 
the lorcha’s crew escaping. The Ville d'Agen was then menaced, and 
the captain had to hurry to sea, She struck on the bar at the mouth of 
the bay, and leaked so badly that she had to put in here. She had but 
two hundred and odd cooli¢s, not half her complement, as she is a large 
ship. 

“There is a Roman Catholic priest down at Kin-chow-wong, named 
Father Amat, who has been there for fourteen years, and who has 80 
entirely identified himself with the natives that he cannot be detected as 
not being of their kith and kin. He bas made many converts, and has 
fallen into disfavour about this coolie business, He is considered to be 
now in imminent jeopardy, and something should be done to save him. 
The neighbourhood of Kin-chow-wong abounds with pirates. Not a day 

don which daring acts of piracy were not witnessed from the decks 
of the Ville d'Agen. The fishermen are all pirates, and might makes 
right.” 
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CAPTAIN PEAGRAM, OF THE CONFEDERATE STEAMER 
“ NASHVILLE.” 


Captain Peagram, of the Confederate navy, is not unknown to British 
naval officers, and his name has been honourably mention d in Admiralty 
despatches. Rear-Admiral Sir James Stirling, when reporting the suc- 
cess of extensive operations azainst the pirates in the China Seas, makes 
honourable mention of this officer, Tne following despatch of Admiral 
Stirling to the Secretary of the Admiralty will be read with interest :— 

« S1a,—On the 28th of May I had the honour to report that Commander 
Fellowes, of Her Majesty's steam-sloop Rutéler, had made a successful 
attack on a piratical horde near Hong Kong; and [ have now the satis 
faction to forward herewith reports from that zealous and attentive officer 
of further and more important successes. 

“To the last of the operations therein reported I venture to solicit the 
Particular attention of their Lordships, for I feel assured that while they 
will deeply regret that so many brave men should have fallen and suffered in 
the execution of the services described, they will appreciate highly the 
gallanyry and resolution exhibited equally by the offivers, seamen, and 
marines of the United States frigate Powhatan, as well as by the officers. 
seamen, and marines of Her Majesty's ships who were engaged, and will 

receive that the success obtained reflzcts great credit on Commander 

illiam Abdy Fellowes, who planned and directed the attack. Every 
attention shall be given to promote the recovery, and provide for the com- 
fort, of the wounded men, and to afford such of them as may desire it an 
early return to their native country. —I have, &c.

The despatches contained an enclosure from Commander Fellowes, 
giving a detailed account of the engagements, of which the following is 
‘a copy :— 











“HLM/'s steam.sloop Rattler, Hong Kong, Aug. 6. 
“ Stm,—My last letter apprised your Excellency of pirates being once 
more abroad committing depredations. Now I have the honour to in- 
form you that I started from Hong Kong on the 30th ult., after these 
plunderers, touching at Macao for information, which led me on the Slst 
to look into all the bays for some distance to the southward of Macao: 
but fool nothing, I crossed over to the Ladrone, taking a tum round all 
the islands in the neighbourhood with the like want of success. Not de- 
iring, however, of finding their haunt, I retraced my steps back to 
lacao, where, with the assistance of Mr. Caldwell, late Government in- 
terpreter, I obtained some Chinamen, who sta'ed that they knew their 
Whereabouts. Standing again to the southward ay far as Tyloo, I came 
up with part of the junks the pirates had captured; but the pirate chief, 
with several armed junks, keeping in shore, where the water is shallow, 
Prevented the ship reaching him, or our shot and shell doing him or hi 
Vessels any harm. Suspecting the pirates would remain in their fancies 
security, I hastened back to Hong Kong, landing the Chinamen at Macao 
‘on my way, called on his Excellency Sir J. Bowring on the ad, and, 
with his concurrence, had an interview with Captain McCluny, of the 
United States frigate Powhattan, who, on my personal application, placed 
volunteer force at my drsposal, consisting of two paddle-box boats and 
a cutter, fited each with a 12-pounder howitzer, and manned with sixty- 
six seamen and twenty-eight marines, under the command of Lieut 
Peagram. With this additional streuyth aud ite Bagler, a small steamer, 
drawing seven feet of water, lent by Mr. Caldwell for the occasion, I 
quitted Hong Kong once more on the 3rd inst., with the steamer and 
boats in tow of the Raitler, and anchored the same night as near the point 
on the north side of Kulan as pra-ticable. At daylight on the 4:h all 
the boats of the Ratéler and Powhattan, armed and manned, were taken 
in tow of the Eaylet, the depth of water nut permitting the Rattler to 
proceed farther, and stood at once for Kulan, which was found to be 
empty, but looking round, a creek, apparently on the main land, was dis- 
covered, where the mastheads of several junks could be distinctly seen, 
and about the same time a lorcha was observed to leave the creck with 
the evident intention of escaping; but to prevent her doing so I dis- 
patched the Ratéler's pinnace, in charge of Lieut. Wrey, and Powhaitan's 
‘utter, to endeavour to cut her off The boats on coming up found she 
was in possession of the usual sailing letter, and the master stated he had 
that morning made his escape afier being plundered of everything of 
value. The £ugle soon towed the boats abreast of the creek, the nirates, 
as we neared, fired several ineffectual guns. by way, I suppose. of detiance. 
We returned in exchange five 24 pounder rockets that Lhad procured 
before starting. These fired from the steamers alarmed the pirates, 
‘numbering in all thirty-four junks, crowded with guns and men, as they 
immediately hoisted ‘their sails and male fur the head of the creek. 
Perceiving this, the boats pushed off in chase. On reaching a small 
island at the head of the creek, the larger junks made a stand with 
their broadsides towards us, firing with much rapidity, and in an 
excellent direction, but the boats returning their fire with shell 
and grape, and closing rapidly amidst a shower of shot, made a 
dash, and the junks were ours—the crews taking to the water. 
Leaving a small party of men in charye. the boats pursued the others, 
who had, with a light air, gained the middle of a large bay or rather la- 
oon, which opencd out of the creek, and succeeded in taking many of 
em. Nine war-junks, mounting 130 guns of all sizes, and nine small 
junks (traders) the pirates haddetuined, wre captured. We felt ourselves 
Sbliged to bura and: destroy the war.junks, as also two of the trading junks. 
Night approaching. and being a great distance fromthe steamer. compelled 
us to do this, to prevent them faliing into improper hands This success 
obtained from a regularly-organised pirate fleet was, I am sorry to say, 
attended with the less of two men killed and eleven officers and men 
wounded on the part of the Americans, and three men killed and seven 
amen wounded belonging to this ship, while the loss f the pirates must have 
been immense, for, taking the number of men in the junks at the tine of 
‘our opening fire to be 1,000 men, their killed, wounded, and drowned 
could not have been less than 500 men, the shell and grape from the gun- 
boats and musketry of the Marines must have told upon them severely, as 
they stood fighting at their guns with unusual firmness. Five of the junks 
































are deserving more than ordinary mention, being built of very substantial 
materials, large and roomy, evidently built for war purposes, as they dif= 
fered in many respects from trading junks; theirarmament. besides the 
usual complement of spears, muskets, stinkpots, &e., comprising many 
large guns. There was a 16-pounder and a large 18-pounder, not weigh- 
ing less than 50 ewt., 32, 24, 12, and vi-pounders. One junk had 21 
guns mounted. It is impossible to speak too highly of the American co- 
operating party engaged. They were with the Rattler's, emulating each 
other in the thickest of the attack. 

“Tt was in capturing a junk which blew up, killing two and wounding 
eleven of the Americans, and capsizing my gig, that I witnessed the cool 
bravery of Lieutenant Rolando, United States’ Navy, to whose timely 
rescue lam indebted for my life; but my warmest thanks in particular 
are due to Lieutenant Peagram, the American senior officer; his encou- 
ragement of the men and coolness under a heavy fire, and determined bra- 
very when surrounded by a persevering and revengeful foe, wasconspicuous 
to all; indeed, every oficer and man belonging to that frigate acquitted 
themselves much to my satisfaction. While bestowing all due credit on our 
American friends, cannot pass over the conduct of Mr. R. Brownsden, 

aymaster, in charge of the first cutter, whose boat, in an attack on a junk, 
Rad’ three'men illed and seven wounded by stinkpots and spears; nor 
that of Mr. J. James, the boaswain, who gallantly attacked a junk in a 
five-oared gig with musketry, till Lieutenant Peagram generously came 
to his aid, and enabled him to take possession.—| am, &c.

Literature, 


The Russians on the Amoor ; its Discovery, Conquest, and Colo- 
nisation ; with a Description of the Country, its Inkabitante, 
Productions, and Commercial Capabilities. By E. G. Ra- 
venstein, F.R.GS. Illustrated by Maps, Plates, and En- 
gravings, Tribner and Co, 1861. 

Mr. Ravensteiu’s work, to which we bave already called the 
attention of our readers, contains, in an acceptable form, a 
complete digest of all the information which it is possible to 
procure relative to the prospects and progress of the Russians 
on the Amoor. Mr. Ravensteiu’s knowledge of his subject 
may well be termed encyclopmdic, and if we miss occasionally 
in his volume those fresh, genial, life-like touches which fall, ag 
it were incidentally, from the pen of a writer who has himself 
seen what he describes, we gain, on the other hand, all the 
advantages which are to be derived from the thorough and 
impartial investigation of a very interesting subject 

The Amoor drains with its tributaries a basin of 766,000 
square miles. The country through which it passes is known 
to us chiefly through the writings of Russian travellers and the 
painstaking researches of German writers, To the literature of 
the Amoor England has contributed comparatively little, and 
the only popular volume on the subject—we allude to Mr. 
Atkinson's: —is founded upon Professor Maack’s noble work which 
was published at St, Petersburg in 1859. We have before ob- 
served, and Mr, Ravenstein corroborates our statement in his ap- 
pendix, that Mr. Atkinson never visited the Amoor, since the 
furthest point in the East reached by that travelier was the 
north-eastern extremity of Baikal Lake, a distance of more than 
four hundred miles from the river. From almost every known 
source of information Mr, Raveustein has drawn his materials 
for a description of this mighty stream, aud he has also in 
many instauees given the very words of the travellers who have 
explored it. The ethnological details contained in the volume 
may be noted as especially worthy of attention; for although the 
native population of the Amoor in the territory owned by 
Russia is estimated to be only 24,000, the differences existing 
between the tribes, their nomadic life, their strange habits, and 
their rites of idolatry and superstition—so similar to those 
which have been observed in other and far distant regions—all 
serve to excite our interest in these poor savages, who are likely 
to become rapidly extiuct. The Chinese (says Mr. Ravenstein) 
classify the natives of the Amoor according to their way of 
dressing the hair ; so among the tribes we have the long-haired 
people, the red-haired people, and the people who shave the head. 
Tuere is a tribe called the Aino, which occupy the southera por- 
tion of Sakhalin, part of Yeso, and some of the Kuriles. They are 
subject to the Japanese, and those who inhabit Aniva Bay show 
their submission to their conquerors by shaving the crown of 
the head and wearing a Japanese dress; but the rest of the 
tribe are strikingly distinguished from their neighbours and 
from Eastera Asiatics generally by the quautity of hair which 
they are accustomed to wear; the nails are allowed to grow 
long, the skin is of a tawny colour, the average stature only five 
feet four inches. The women are much smaller than the men, 
Like the Aino, the Gilyaks, a fierce people, who will be re- 
membered as the murderers of the Missionary De la Brunidre, 
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do not shave the head, but wear the hair tied up into a thick 
tail or in tresses, 

“The Russians,” says Mr. Ravenstein, “describe their women as 
frights, but tastes are not always the same, and Rinso, the Japanese, says 
they are very comely, and doubly attractive on account of their daily 
ablutions. th addition to dogs the Gilyaks sometimes keep an ermine to 
Kill rats, Wealthy individuals keep a tom cat. They have also bear- 
‘cages near their villages, and when they kill the beast they split the skull 
and suspend it in their houses. If we may credit the statement of Rinso 
polyandry prevails among the Smerenken Gilyaks, and the women are 
treated with the greatest indulgence. Only those, however. skilled in the 
use of the needle can expect to get married. The children, as among the 
Galdi, are strapped down on a kind of board serving as a cradie, and hung 
up in that. position to a rafter in the roof.” 

Bears and bear-cages appear to be kept in all the villages by 
the different tribes. Mr. Ravenstein describes the hunting of 
the bear by the Tunguzians as follows :— 

“ When it is not desired to secure a bear alive, the Tunguze uses a 
spear, which he holds firmly planted in the ground, with the point directed 
towards the bear, upon which the beast throws himself, It is much more 
exciting sport to catch alivingbeast. A party of ten men or more enter the 
forest provided with straps. a muzzle, and a collar, with a chain attached 
to it. Having discover he whereabonts of the bear a battue is instituted. 
‘The individual near whom the bear debouches jumps upon his back in the 
twinkling of an eye, and seizes hold of his ears. Another man then 
rapidly throws a running knot round the neck of the beast and almost 
suffocates him. He is then muzzled and the collar is fastened round his 
neck, and the chain passed between the hind legs. He is led in triumph 
to the village and put into hix cage. ‘These bear hunts do not always pass 
without accident, and one frequently encounters an individual trightfully 
mutilated, a living witness of the dangers encountered with this redoubtable 
denizen of the forest. Once in his wooden cage the bear is fattened on 
fish. On high festivals, when it is desired to lead him forth, some of the 
planks of the roof are taken out, and the beast is teased until it stands upon 
Its hind legs, when a sling is thrown round its body and the rnof uncovered 
sufficiently for him to get out. Having succeeded in dragging him forth, 
‘one of the men jumps upon his back, again getting hold of the ears, while 
the others tie his paws and place an iron chain io his mouth. Heis then 
ound between two fixed poles, an involuntary witness of the frolicking 

roing on before him. On very grand occasions he takes a more direct 
Bare in the festival by being killed with superstitious ceremonies scrupu- 
Tously observed on all such occasions. Sometimes Brnin escapest his fate 
by scraping a large hole beneath his cage and escaping to the forest.” 

There is much in Mr. Ravenstein’s volume which calls for 
praise, but not for comment. The historical chapters, for ex- 
ample, will be found extremely serviceable for reference, since 
the information they contain is alike accurate and succinct ; but 
wo do not find any subject treated in them which calls for dis- 
cussion and criticism. The account of the Roman Catholic 
Mission in Manchuria would almost raise a smile, if the sub- 
ject were not so serious, M. de la Bruniére’s letter, addressed 
to the Directors of the Seminary for Foreign Missions, is given 
in eatenso, and in it he relates all the incidents of his travel, 
and the strange methods: he adopted of converting the people 
to the Roman Catholic faith. “My hearers,” ho says, “found 
the religion very fine, but the new doctrine, and the new 
preacher who announced it, stopped them short at once.” One 
evening he tells them that he possesses an infallible secret, by 
means of which they can go straight to heaven. They eagerly 
demand whit that secret is. 

“The next day three long beards of the village made their appearance 
in my chamber armed with a jug of brandy and four glasses. * Your se- 
secret,’ said they, ‘is of awful vonsequence.’ If our importunity does not 
hurt your feelings we would wish to know in what it consists; let us begin 
by drinking. Notwithstanding the natural repugnance which I have for 

binese brandy, 1 thought it necessary to accept the invitation in order to 
avoid incurring the aversion of these poor people who could be made to 
know and understand nothing but through this channel. I then com- 
‘menced to develop my ‘secret’ by explaining the dogma of original sin, 
of hell. of the salvation brought by Jesus Christ, and the application by the 
sacraments of the merits of the Saviour. But, unluckily. my interroga- 
tors taking ten or twelve bumpers to my one, became in five or six minutes 
incapable of understanding auy thing. However, 1 gained favour.” 

We have glanced at some of the lighter portions of Mr. 
Ravenstein’s volume, and have done so. not because we deem 
them the most worthy of attention, but because they serve to 
show the varied character of the work. To the statistical in- 
formation it contains, and to the thoughtful remarks pro- 
pounded on the commercial capabilities of the country, we 
shall find frequent occasion to recur. 


Nabal and ftlitarp. 


‘Notwithstanding the comparatively short period which has elapsed since 
orders were given for the construction of the batteries and fortifications at 
the entrance to the Medway, for the protection of Chatham and Sheer- 
ness, very considerable progress has been made by the several contractors 
engaged in the undertaking. The works connected with the batteries at 
Folly-point, and on the Promontory north-east of Pinope-reach, a short 
distance below Chatham-dockyard, are being prosecuted with vigour. 
‘These batteries will have a complete command of a most important part 


























of the Medway, that at Folly-point having an extensive range castward, 
and being capable of engaving any vessel rounding the headland of 
Darnet-ness, while the guns of the latter will have a direct bearing to the 
westward, towards Chatham, crossing their fire with the armament mounted 
at Fe joint. The works lower down the river, which are so placed as 
to have a complete commani! of the entire estuary of the Medway, are 
also making good progress. The principal battery at this point will be 
the powerful casemated fort at Garrison-point, on the south-east side of 
the river, which is already in a very forward slate so far as the first por- 
tion of the contract is concerned, comprising as it does the enormous 
foundations on which a massive superstructure is to be raised. Upwards 
of half a million bricks have already been used in laying the basement 
wall on a thick concrete bottom extending in turn to a great depth. 
This battery will be built of sufficient strength to defy attack from any 
kind of artillery. Some idea of the durability and sirength of the old 
Half-moon Battery, which is in course of demolition to make way for 
the new structure. may be inferred when it is stated that above two mil- 
lions of bricks from the inner portion have already been removed, 
leaving about an equal number still undisturbed. ‘The erection of the 
superstructure of the new fortifications will constitute a separate contract, 
tenders for which will shortly be received at the War-office. Although 
at the commencement of the undertaking it was thought that three years 
would elapse before this portion of the line of defences would be com- 
pleted, sanguine hopes are now entertained that by this period next year 
the casemated portion of the battery will be so far advanced as to be 
ready for the reception of its Armstrong guns. The erection of the for- 
midable batteries on the opposite shore is progressing, notwithstanding 
the almost insurmountable difficulties which the contractors have had to 
contend agains: during the progress of the undertaking. ‘The principal 
battery in this line of detences will command the channel of the appi 

to the Medway and bear on the entrance to the Thames, It will be 
placed on a very commanding position in the spit of the Isle of Grain, 
the guns having the range of rather more than three-fourths of a circle. 
The second battery will be built further west, nearly facing Sheerness- 
dockyard, on the western side of the recently-erected martello tower, 
which will require to be removed, as the site on which it stands intercepts 
the range of the flank guns of the new fortitications, preventing their being 
used if required for the purposes of defence. The cost of the two batteries 
is estimated at £80.000. 

Admiralty orders have been received at Chatbam for the Minotaur, old 
74-pun sailing ship, attached to the reserve, to take the place of the Dun- 
can, lazaret ship, employed on the quarantine service at Standgate Creek, 
Chatham, the latter having been ordered to be broken up. 

The whole of the fittings of the Comus, 14-gun sailing sloop, were re- 
moved by the joiners at Chatham-dockyard, preparatory to the vessel being 
handed over to the conviets to be broken up. The Comus, although a very 
old ship, is still sound, but she is a class of vessel not adapted for the 
present requirements of the navy. She was one of the vessels composing 
the blockading squadron under Admiral Gambier in the expedition against 
Copenhagen, and the capture of the Danish feet in 1807, and was for a 
tong, time stationed at Canton, 

‘The preliminary trial trip of the Black Prince at light draught took 
place at Portsmouth on the 19th, under circumstances highly unfavourable 
for developing the ship's speed under steam, but attended with very satis. 
factory results, both as regards the working of the machinery and the 
speed attained. the mean of the runs made at the mile being nearly 144 
knots. The ship weighed her anchor at Spithead at 12 80 p.a., and 
steamed away for the trial ground in Stokes Bay. First run, with the 
tide: Time, 3 min, 43 sec. ; speed in knots, 15°839; pressure of steam, 
184 1b. ; revolutions of engines, 555. Vacuum - forward, 25}; aft, 254.

Tie’ proposed augmentation in the Royal Regiment of Artillery having, 
‘on the recommendation of His Royal Highness the Duke of Cambridge, 
received the sanction of Her Majesty, a redistribution of the three 
divisions stationed at Warley, Sheerness, and Woolwich will shortly be 
effected, rder to establish a depdt for the brigades serving in India. 
‘The first division, quartered at Sheerness, will be augmented at the end 
of the present inonth by a detachment of 100 gunners to be transferred 
from Warley, which latter station will be replenished by an equal number 
of recruits to be sent from head-quarters, Woolwich. 

One of the most important screw trials which have taken place for some 
time in Her Majesty's Navy took place at Portsmouth on the 20th inst. 
being the official trial of the Octavia, 51. screw. ‘This ship was built 
some years since at Pembroke, from the designs of Sir William Symonds, 
the then Surveyor of the Navy, as a sailing frigate, but has never yet 
been placed in commission. In 1860 she was placed in dock at Ports~ 
mouth for conversion to a screw frigate, and was taken out of dock on 
completion of her conversion in the early part of the present year. Her 
alterations of form consequent on conversion comprised cutting in two 

rts and lengthening amidships, and an alteration to her stern to adapt it 
for the propeller. The following are the results of the six runs made at 
the mile with full power:—First ran—Time, 4 min.

DEPARTURE OF SIR JAMES BROOKE FROM SARAWAK. 
On tho 23rd September the Sarawak steamer, Rainbow, 
reached Singapore with Sir James Brooke, who had just taken 
a final leave of the scttlements of Sarawak, Before leaving, Sir 
James assembled the chiefs under his sway, and said that 
the state of his health requiring repose he had made over the 
Government to Captain Brooke, as Rajah Mudah. If any future 
event should again require his presence he was ready, he said, 
to return to them again. The Natives were deeply aifected at 
this parting interview, and many of them testified by tears tho 
sincerity of their attachment for their white Rajah. Sir 
James has left Sarawak in a state of happiness and 
commercial prosperity. The steam mills of the Borneo 
Company, the manufactories of the Chinese, the estab- 
lishment of a sugar company, the large plantations of 
tapioca and of sago, all testify to the well-being of the settle- 
ment. In future, the steamer Aainbow is to run twice a month 
between Sarawak and Singapore, and it is stated that a steam 
gunboat will also be employed to preserve order on the coast. 
At Singapore Sir James Brooke has met with a warm and 
richly-merited reception. On the eveuiny of the 7th Uct., a grand 
entertainment, in theshape ofa ball and supper to him, was given 
by the merchants and other residents at Singapore, which 
appears to have passed off very pleasantly. After supper, Mr. 
Read (of the firm of Messrs,A. L. Johnston and Co.), who 
occupied the chair, in proposing the health of Sir James Brooke, 
dwelt with considerable felicity on his romantic and beneficial 
career, observing that the Rajah had, in the highest degree, 
. adorned the character of an English gentleman, and had proved 
himself “a gallant soldier, a clement conqueror, a benign ruler, 
@ steadfast friend.” Sir James Brooke, in returning thanks, 
reverted to the establishment of his Government at Sarawak. 
His system had been to associate the Natives as much 
as possible with Europeans in the Government. It was 
only by their superior moral and intellectual character 
that Europeans could hope to attain their ascendancy in 
those countries. If ever the Natives attained an equality 
in these respects, the European rule would cease, and 
deservedly so. He believed that there would be a considerable 
increase of commerce in Borneo and much improvement in the 
Native race. Sir James Brooke concluded by expressing his 
pleasure in the thought that his conduct was now understood. 
The remembrance of that night, he said, would cheer him in 
his solitude and strengthen him in public life, if he should again 
enter that scene. 











THE TRIAL FOR SCANDAL AT HONG KONG. 


The following is a report of an action for slander, tried in 
the Supreme Court, the particulars of which we have already 
noticed in a previous number :— 

RUTHERFORD Vv. MEDHURST. 
(Before the Chief Justice and a Special Jury.) 

‘This was an action for slander. The plaintiff is a staff surgeon in the 
Hong Kong garrison. ‘The defendant is a captain in the 60th Rifles, and 
fills the post of town major. 

Mr. Pollard was for the plaintiff, and Mr. Green for the defendant. 

i The merits of the case are well known. The slander affected the fair 
‘ame and credit of the plaintiffs wife, who, the declaration stated, the de- 








fendant had told one Purveyor Macdonnell, had been seen in a carriage 
with Mr. A Coxon in an unbecoming position. 

The plea did not aver the truth of the slander, nor did the defence set 
up deny the utterance thereof. The difficulty which the plaintiff had to 
contend with was, the proof of such pecuniary damage as would induce 
the Court to allow the matter to go to the jury. 

Mr. Pollard admitted in his opening speech that he feared the difficulty 
wes insurmountable. The law was most defective on the point. In the 
case of libel, all the burden of proof fell upon the liveller, and the meshes 
of the law pressed heavily, perhaps unjustly upon him. The damages in 
that case were left to the jury, and nothing special need be proved. But 
the law of scandal was very different — there the burden of proof falls upon 
the plaintiff, and unless actual pecuniary loss could be proved, the law 
could give no redress. It was a sad reflection on the law of England, 
that any man who chose could slander a lady, causing all that anxiety, 
heart-burning, and intense annoyance, which must be the necessary conse- 
quence in a family, and still be almost safe from the law. He might be 
able to prove pecuniary damage, but he had misgivings. 

Purveyor Macdonnell was called, and testified to the utterance of the 
slander by the defendant. 

‘The plaintiff was called, and gave evidence already made known. It 
seemed that Mr. Purveyor Mucdonnell, as onr readers well know, had 
been already tried by a court martial for uttering this scandal, but that 
he was acquitted, because it was proved that he had derived his authority 
from the present defendant. An attempt had been made to have a court 
martial held upon the latter, but that attempt had failed. No redress re~ 
maining but to resort to the civil authority, this suit was brought. 

Mr. Pollard then urg2d the Court to be allowed to call Mr. A. Coxon, 
Tt was true that the plea did not rely on the truth of the scandal, and 
therefore it was, legally speaking, superfluous to give proof of what was 
not set up; but still he hoped the Court would allow the plaintiff the 
satistaction of a public rebuttal of a calumny which had been very rife. 

The Chief Justice assented, and Mr. Coxon being called and sworn, 
solemly denied all and every particle of the scandal. He admitted having 
driven the plaintiff's wife out on the morning in question, but utterly de 
nied that he had tied her bonnet, arranged her dress, or bad acted in any 
manner whatever which could in the most remote degree offend decency 
or propriety. 

Now came the question of proof of damages, Mr. Pollard said he 
could prove lawyer's fees $150. The Chief Justice said that would not 
do. The fact was, that the plaintiff had gained his point—had rebutted 
the scandal, and had fastened its utterance on to the defendant. 

The Chief Justice, in a very able manner, laid down the law of slander 
as Mr. Pollard had given it--fully agreeing that it was defective to @ 
degree. His Lordship suggested that a retraction was the proper mode to 
settle the matter. The parties left the Court with their respective counsel, 
and in a few minutes returned. The defendant admitted that he bad 
uttered the slander, acknowledged it was untrue, and apologised. Each 

ty to pay his own costs, 

The jury declined their fees, as the plaintiff would have hadto pay them. 


PRESENT STATE OF AMOY,. 


Our communications from this port are so very few and far be- 
tween that we are glad to extract the following fom a corres- 
pondent's letter in the Nairnshire Telegraph :— 


“ Amoy isa very ancient city: I cannot trace to you its history, but I 
had ocular demonstration that the beautiful island of Koo-lung-soo, ia the 
centre of its fine harbour, is the grave of many of my gallant countrymen 
who fell, not before the Chinese braves, but from the effects of climate 
and pestilence, after the taking of Amoy in 1843. Death played sad 
havoc amongst the military quartered in this island at that period, and the 
tombstones are the only momentoes of those brave and gallant men in this 
distant land. Amongst others, lobservedsome placed to mark the last resting- 
places of English ship captains who, from the inscriptions, had been in= 
terred upwarda of one hundred and fifty years ago. It is gratifying to ob~ 
serve that those graves are unviolated by the Chinese, who have the greate 
est respect for the tombs of the dead. 

« The island of Koo-lung-soo is about two railes in length, and three= 
quarters of a mile broad. It is of rather a rocky and barren nature, inter- 
spersed with spots of arable land, and is becoming a favourite place of retire- 
ment for some of the wealthier citizens and merchants of Amoy. Amongst 
others,the British, American,and Dutch consuls reside onthe island; the Lon- 
don Missionary Society have also built two fine residences on it for their mis— 
sionaries; and it is likely soon to become a thickly-populated island, and 
a favourite resort, instead of an English and Chinese cemetery, to which 
purpose it has hitherto been appropriated, 

“ The harbour of Amoy is commodious and safe. The scenery around 
the bay is mountainous and picturesque. Several large rivers disemboj 
into this bay, and afforda mode of communication with the interior. ‘The 
city is about eight or ten miles in circumference, and contains about 400,000 
inhabitants. It is certainly one of the fiithiest_towns which cau well be 
conceived, ‘The streets, like those of most other Chinese cities, are only a few 
feet wide, covered over with matting to protect the inhabitants from the 
rays of a burning sun; and in the various divisions, and at the end of each 
street, gates are fitted up, which are closed at night and on the occasion of 
clan fights, common among the Chinese in this quarter. To wend one’s 
way along these narrow and densely-crowded streets is not atall times very 
safe or agreeable. I was kindly accompanied in my rambles by a gentle— 
man who has a knowledge of the language, and is acquainted with many of 
the inhabitants —the Rey. Mr. Swanson, of the London Missionary Society, 
‘a native of Thurso. He is a young man of great talent. Although only 
twelve months residentin Amoy, he has already mastered the language, in 
which he is able to preach, and has ingratiated himself into favour with 
great many of the Chinese inhabitants. 

“ Amoy is a place peculiarly adapted for the extension of European 
trade, and its inhabitants certainly display greater ardour of mercantile 
spirit and enterprise than those of any other port in China. They are a 
better-looking race of people than I bave seen in Shanghai, Canton, orany 
other part of the empire,"

CADETSHIPS AT HONG KONG. 


The following notification was issued last week by the Vice- 
Chancellor of Oxford :— 


* The Vice-Chancellor having been requested by His Grace the Duke 
of Newcastle, Her Maier’ Secretary of State for the Colonial Depart- 
ment, to select four members of this University who may be desirous of 
competing for * Hong Kong cadetships," will be happy to receive the 
names of candidates, together with testimonials and references, on or 
before the 5th of December. The Vice-Chancellor will then nominate 
the four gentlemen who are in his judgment most likely to succeed.” 

‘The following paper, on the subject of these cadetahips, issued by the 
Colonial. office, will serve to refresh the memories of our readers :— 

“ With a view to supply the Civil Service in Hong Kong with an 
efficient staff of stterpesiers, itis intended that @ certain number of eadet- 
ahips shall be established, the holders of which are to devote themselves 
for a certain time after their arrival in the colony to learning the language. 

“ Three gentlemen will be appointed at once to cadetships, after a com- 

itive examination by the Civil Service Commissioners (at a time and 

place to be fixed by them, but not before the Ist of January next), from 
among candidates nominated for this purpose by the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, 

“ Every candidate must, on the Ist day of January next, have attained 
the age of 20 and be under the age of 23. 

“The following will be the subjects of examination :—1. Exercises 
designed to test handwriting and orthography. 2 The first four rules of 
arithmetic. 3, Latin, and one other foreign language. 4, English com- 
Position, including Précis writing. 5. Pure and mixed mathematics. 
6. History and geography. 7. Constitutional and international law. 8. 
Natural science. 9. Any two of the following languages, not having 
been taken up under No, $:—French, German, Spanish, Italian. 

“ Candidates who cannot pass in the first two subjects will be rejected, 
but those subjects will not tell in competition. 

“« Every candidate must undergo a competitive examination in the third 
and fourth subjects, and in any two others which he may select. 

“ But any candidate who takes up the ninth subject may, if he chooses, 
be examined in five subjects instead of four. 

“Bach cadet will receive a salary of £200 per annum, to commence 
from the day of leaving England. ‘The cost of his passage to Hong Kong 
will be paid, and quarters, teachers, and books will be provided for him at 
the public expense while studying the language. 

“ For two years after the arrival of the cadets in Hong Kong they shall 
apply themsclves especially to leaning Chinese. 

“At the end of two years’ study, or 2s soon afterwards as they shall be 
declared quilified by a board of competent examiners, they will be ap- 
pointed Government interpreters, and be employed in such of the depart 
Tents as may require their services at salaries of £400 per annum each, 
without other allowances. 

“ After two years’ approved service as interpreters the salary will be in 
creased to £500; and after three years’ service they will be considered 

igible by the Secretary of State for promotion to the higher offices in the 
il Service of Hong Kong. 

“ The cadets, while studying Chinese, will be under the control and 
supervision of the Governor of the colony, who will frame regulations for 
their hours of study and general government. 

“The progress of the cadets will be tested by half-yearly examinations, 
and every cadet will be liable, at any time, to be dismissed if his progress 
or conduct shall be considered by the Governor and Executive Council 
to be so unsatisfactory as to render such a course desirable. The Governor 
and Council will decide, having regard to the ground of dismissal, whether 
the cadet shall be sent home at the Battie expense, or shall be left to find 
his own way home, or shall be, in addition, called upon to repay the cost 
of his out. 

« A bond must be entered into by each cadet and two approved sureties 
with the Agents-General for Crown colonies, to secure that, in case of bis 
dismissal, or in case he shall, within four years from the date of his arrival 
at Hong Kong, either quit the colony without leave or relinquish his 
pointment, he shall, if required by the Governor, repay to the colony the 
cost of his passage out, together with a further sum of £50 for each year 
for the cost of his teaching while in the colony.” 














__ Ivory vor THe Exnrsrrion.—A magnificent pair of ivory vases are 
in course of shipment Canton to Messrs. Hewett and Co., of London, 
intended for the Exhibition, and are thus described in the Friend of 
China :—The vases are sexagonal, the larger panels measuring 8 and 
9 inches by 6 or 7 inches on the wider sides ; these, and the other panels 
and bars, exhibiting raised figures and foliage illustrating episodes from 
classic story. Over all, each vase measures, including ebony stand, about 
3 feet 6 inches by 17 inches. The ivory was selected at Siam especially 
for the design, and is very pure. 
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.__ THE PENINSULAR AND ORIENTAL STEAMER MOOLTAN. 

This vessel, respecting the performances of which on an ocean voyage 
great interest has been felt in nautical and engineering circles, returned to 
Southampton on the 26th inst. from Alexandria. The Mooltan’s launch 
and run round to Southampton, and also on occasion of her official trial 
at Stokes Bay, full descriptions of the improvements and mechanical pecu- 
liarities introduced in the machinery department, and of the results of her 
performances, were published in the London and Cina Telegraph of the 

7th July. One of the most novel features is the smallness of her horse- 
Power as compared with her tonnage, and the reduced size of her boilers, 
which are constructed on Mr. A. Lamb's patent, and which are only about 
half the size of the tubular boilers employed in ships of the Royal Navy 
for the supply of steam to engines of the same nominal horse-power. 
On the outward voyage she was 268} hours under way, running 2.951 
miles, with an consumption of 905 tons of coal, and coming home 
she was 286 hours under way, consuming 325 tons of coal. The total 
quantity of coal consumed, therefore, during a voyage of nearly 6,000 
miles, been 650 tons, against an expenditure of about 1,200 tons in 
other ships of the same tonnage employed on this line. This is a saving 
of very nearly half, while an average speed has been maintained out and 
home of 10.64 knots. The average expenditure of coal per hour was 
2,574 Ibs., and the average power taken by the indicator every watch 
1,230 horses. During the voyage, the Mooltan's draught of water was 
19 ft. 4 in. ; average midship section at this draught, 558 ft. ; and average 
displacement at same, 3,995 tons. The boilers supplied abundance of 
steam at 201b. ; surface condensers, average vacuum, 27} inches. These 
results must be very satisfactory to her engine-builders, Messrs. Humphrys 
and Tennant, and to the patentees of her boilers, and all others concerned, 
while they are of vast importance to every one interested in sean 
especially as serious doubts were entertained as to the sufficiency of the 
power of this vessel. 

THE ROYAL GEOGRAPHICAL SOCIETY. 

At the first meeting for the season of the Geographical Society, held on 
the 1th inst., Lieut.-Colonel Sarel’s paper on his journey up the Yang- 
tse-Kiang towards India having been read, the chairman, remarked, 
in adjourning the meeting, that with reference to a letter, which, 
by direction of the council, Dr. Shaw had addressed to the Indian Govern- 
ment, recommending to its favourable consideration a proposed expedition 
from India into Chinese Tartary, a letter had been received from Mr. Baring, 
stating from Sir C. Wood that the Government of India had sanctioned 
the expedition, undor the command of Captain E. Smyth, of the Bengal 
army, and had placed him under Lieutenant Jackson, of the Bengal En- 

neers, Dr. J. L. Stewart, an accomplished botanist, and Mr. Joseph 

Medlicott, of the Geological Survey. In conclusion, he drew atteation 
tothe Russian maps lying upon the table, and stated that he had the 
authority of the Grand Duke Constantine, for saying that no part of the 
geography of Russia which was known to him should remain unknown to 
the geographers of England. 





New Suir ron Curna—A splendid new vessel, constructed ex- 

ressly for the China trade, was launched at Stettin on the 15th 
November, It was christened Zhe Dove, in honour of the celebrated 
professor at the Berlin University. Captain Weiland, who has just ree 
turned from a voyage to China, presented Professor Dove with, on this 
occasion, a Chinese set of chessmen, which he had brought with him, as 
a sort of votive offering, the captain having saved his ship in a fearful 
typhoon in the China Sea by following the instructions contained in the 
profeesor's work—* The Law of Storms,” 

‘Tae Anmstaono Gun.—Sir William Armstrong, in a long letter in 
The Times of yesterday, enters into an elaborate defence of his gun. He 
affirms that so far from the report sent home by Major Hay being con- 
dermnatory of the gun, as asserted in the Mechanics’ Magazine, it was 
couched in the most favourable terms, and he subjoins Major Hay’s letter 
written (o that effect in the month of March. 

Rerimement or Cotoyer H. P. Bury.—Colonel H. P. Burn, late 
manager of the Oriental Bank at Hong Kong, and now head of the Army 
Clothing Agency Department, is about to retrre from the service, availi 
himself of the new rate of pension assignable to his rank in the scheme o} 
bonus and retirement recently sent out from England by Sir Charles Wood.

As one of the first efforts towards ex- 
tending the principle of limited liability to Lauking, this under- 
taking will probably attract considerable notice, The capital 
is adequate, being fixed at £1,000,0U0, in shares of £100 each, 
but it is not intended to call up more than £30 per share, 
The marked success of the existing London Joint-Stock Banks 
is cited as holding out ample encouragement for the formation 
of the present enterprise. Among the list of directors is the 
name of A. Ellissen, merchant in the China trade. 

A prospectus has been issued of the National Marine In- 
surauce Company, with a capital of £1,000,000, in shares of 
£20 each. The undertaking seems to have been got up to 
meet a desire on the part of Dublin and Glasgow to have an 
office of their own. The board of direction is respectably con- 
stituted, and includes the names of G. P. Robinson, director of 
the Mereantile Bank of India, London, and China; John Cos- 
terton, late manager of the Mercantile Bank at Hong Kong; 
T. W. Bradley, Rowland Hamilton, Remi de Montigny, of Remi; 
Schmidt and Co, who are connected with the China trade; 
it is intended to extend operations to that quarter of the 
globe, and agencies will be opened at the leading ports in 
the East, 

In the last accounts from California, it is stated that the 
amount of silver now produced in that State is estimated at 
£1,200,000 per annum. 

Throughout the Lancashire cotton districts the spinners are 
now generally making experiments with Indian cotton, and the 
opinions expressed of the result are various, but that it is ovi- 
dent that, by a slight alteration in the machinery, this cotton 
may be made to enter, in various proportions, into much higher 
numbers than hes hitherto been supposed likely. It is said that 
many of the leading Manchester manufacturers have resolved to 
make large pecuniary sacrifices rather than that their operatives 
should have to appeal to public relief. 

One of the New Orleans papers, lately received, contains the 
annexed statement of the establishment of a mail service between 
the Confederate States and Europe, vid Mexico :— 

“ M, Antonio Costa hasundertaken the establishment of regular monthly 
mail communication with Europe, for which he has the approbation of the 
Postmaster of New Orleans. The mails go by way of Mexico, and are 
transported in the regular English steamers, which carry the mails of 
Mexico and the West Indies. “he first post left New Orleans on Thurs- 
day week, and contained 1,233 letters: the next leaves on the 10th of 
November. As soon as the necessary errangements can be completed, 
it will leave every two weeks—on the 10th and 25th of each month. 
Letters of half an ounceand under will be charged as follows :—To Mexico, 
50c, ; to Cuba, 75c. ; to Europe, $1.” 

Tne Cotton Supply Association of Manchester have sent a 
largo sample of Chinese cotton to be valued at Liverpool. A 
woll-knowu cotton broker's firm fixed the price at 133d per lb, 
the quotations for American good fair Orleans being about 122d. 
The staple is represented as being long, aud finer than the Surats 
usually used among the Chinese. 





The French Government has eight steamers uf 3,200 tons 
each building or to be built on this side of the Channel for the 
West India service, the individual cost of which is to be 
£118,000, with £12,000 additional for furnishing. The steamers 
for the East are to be of 4,000 tons each, and to cost £180,000. 
There is also to bea line of larger ships than those for the West 
Indies to go to North America.

“T learn that Mr. George Petrie, the agent of the Peninsular Steam Na- 
vigation Company, is now in Valparaiso, making arrangements for a new 
line of steamers for the South Pacific and South Atlantic coasts, via the 
Straits of Magellan. Tunderstand that the English Government granted 
a subsidy of £30,000, and the company expect to receive an equal amount 
from Brazil, Buenos Ayres, Chili, and Peru.” ;

FRENCH DOMINATION IN TUNIS, 

Ata meeting a few days since of parties concerned in the 
formation of a Bank of Tunis, an exposé was made of certain 
facts, which, if they are substantiated, will show such a pre- 
dominance of French over British influence in the regency of 
Tunis as the public will scarcely be prepared to find. 

It appears that a year or two since the Bey of Tunis, being 
desirous to link himself a little closer with this country, in order 
to have some support in case of need against the apprehended 
domination of France, resolved, as a means of strengthening his 
relations with England, to esteblish an Avglo-Tunisian Bank 
under an English direction, and to have a capital part English 
and part Tunisian, That the Government of this country were 
also desirous that such an arrangement should be effected. That 
at the urgent instance of the British Consul at Tunis and the 
Tunisian Government, Mr. Anderson, Managing Director of the 
P. and O. Company, having incidentally visited Tunis, was in- 
duced to accept a commission to establish such a Bank, That 
the Bank was properly established in London, under the Joint- 
Stock Company's Act, the capital subscribed, &., but that when 
the arrangements for opening it to business at Tunis were in 
satisfactory progress, the French Chargé d’Affairs in Tunis in- 
terfered, aud threatened the Bey that if the Bank was proceeded. 
with, he would, on behalf of his Government, suspend diplo- 
matic relation with him, This appears to have been enough 
for the Bey. The proceedings for opening the Bank were forth- 
with suspended. A pretext was set up by the Tunisian Go- 
vernment that a clause in the Statutes for regulating the Bank 
did not correspond with the Bey’s commissiou to Mr. Anderson, 
and ultimately that Government refused to fulfil their engage- 
ment in regard to the Bank being established. 

The British shareholders now claim indemnity through the 
interposition of the Foreign Offive for the expenses they have 
incurred in the matter, and make it appear that the Govern- 
ment, or rather their representative at Tunis, is endeavouring 
to make the claimants the scapegoats of his defeated policy by 
refusing to support a claim arising from his succumbing to 
French domination.

MANCHESTER MARKETS. 

‘There is no new feature in the market, but, notwithstanding the inani- 
mate state of the market, as described in previous reports, there is some 
business offering in cloths for the Continent, at an a} proach to remunera~ 
tive prices. These, however, are mostly for favourite makes of T-cloths 
and bther goods which almost always command a market. There is also 
a little done for India, but nothing ‘compared with what might have been 
expected from the favourable nature of late advices both from Caleutte and 
Bombay. In domestics very little business and all descriptions of printing 
cloths have been much neglected. Shirtings, both 40-inch and 36-inch, 
Gre dull, but the prices of all kinds of cloth are well maintained, The 
fone of the yarn-market is considered rather more favourable to buyers, 
but without yielding any advantage in price so far. Buyers continue 
to show as great a want of confidence in ‘the present high rates. There 
js great imegularty, however, and the market is in » very irregular and 
anomalous po:ition, some kinds of spinners and manufacturers working 
to order aad keeping free of stocks, while the producers of other kinds 
of goods are unable to sell, and are stocking extensively.
